T h e estimate of the dead at Johnstown 
has fallen to 0,000, with liberal allowances 
for those who were destroyed in the tire 
against the bridge. Ttie registry of survi­ 
vors has become unexpectedly and gratify- 
ingly large. This is the first good news from 
the scene ot' the catastrophe. 


O n e of the survivors at Johnstown was 
Mrs, H. L. Peterson. While looking yester­ 
day for the body of a lost friend, she came to 
a coffin with her name and a correct descrip­ 
tion of her personal appearance upon it. As 
she tore the card from the coffin an officer 
came up to arrest her, out she soon convinced 
him that she was not dead. 


T h e loss of property 113- lire a t Seattle is 
estimated by the Count Review at ¡{¡7,000,000, 
ou which there is $‘2,250,000 insurance. The 
city is already rising out of its ashes. Seat­ 
tle was at the zenith of a big boom when the 
fire came, and the burning out of the cheap 
and inflammable structures will add to the 
value of the property. But there is great 
hidividuul loss and suffering. 


A t t o r n e y G e n e r a l T a b o r has notified 
the Governor that he must veto the Capitol 
Appropriation bill as a unit, or allow all the 
items to stand. The total is about $870,000, 
out of which the Governor was anxious to 
save only the $50,000 to improve the sanitary 
condition of the building, and reject the ap­ 
propriation for the grand staircase. The san­ 
itary improvement is badly needed. 


T h e evidence in the Cronin inquest bore 
still more heavily on Alexander Sullivan yes­ 
terday, One of his letters was read, in which 
he denounced Cronin as his personal enemy, 
a perjurer, scoundrel and British spy.

Money for the relief of the sufferers by 
floods and by tire in Pennsylvania continues 
to be subscribed. Today’s tidings follow : 
AT JOHNSTOW N TO-DAY. 
By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
Johnstow n, Pa., June 8.—This is the 
eighth day since the flood swept down the 
Valley of the Conemaugh, but the desolation 
that marked its passage is still visible in all di­ 
rections. To the watchers on the mountain 
side all seems jet chaos and eonfusioD, but 
the thousand fires in the valley show that the 
torch is being used to complete the work of 
annihilation where repair is impossible. By 8 
o’clock this morning the corps of Govern­ 
ment engineers that arrived last night had 
stretched a pontoon bridge across the River 
at Kernville. Acting in conjunction with 
the 
Pennsylvania 
military 
authorities, 
they 
are 
pursuing 
their 
labors 
at other points,and bj’sundown it is expected 
pontoon bridges will be erected at all places 
where the necessities of traffic demand. The 
daj' opened with a heavy rain and an early 
morning thunder storm. The hillside streams 
are tilled to the banks and everything is drip­ 
ping. The air is chilly and damp. The 
weather apparently had no effect ou the peo­ 
ple, for as soon as the early breakfast was 
over the thousands of workmen could be seen 
going to their work. - "While the rain 
is far from pleasant to the workers 
and 
the 
many 
helpers, 
it 
is 
cer­ 
tainly 
providential 
that 
the 
cool 
weather is continuing in order to prevent the 
much dreaded decomposition of the hundreds 
of human bodies yet unrecovered and thou­ 
sands of animals that perished. The air this 
morning, while tainted to some exteut wiih 
the fumes arising from the decaying bodies, 
was not near so much so as yesterday. What 
is needed is 'a strong co j1 breeze to sweep 
down through this valley to purify the air 
and carry away the poisonous gases. By 7 
o’clock the whole valley wjis full of people 
and the scene was a most animated one. The 
various sections of the flooded territory 
were toll of men busy" searching for 
the deed and removing and burning the 
debris. At 8 o’clock five corpses had been 
taken from the mass at the stone bridge. A 
large force of men is now working on this 
part of the wieck. A most welcome arrival 
this morning was Dr. II. Bullen, of disin­ 
fectant fame. He brought 50 barrels inore 
of his disinfectant. The Doctor will lake 
charge of the disinfecting of the dangerous 
sections of the Hooded district, notably at the 
stone bridge. From Bolivar to Johnstown 
the side tracks of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
a e filled with cars loaded with lumber, 
furniture and goods and wares of all descrip­ 
tion for the sufferers. 
The Cambria Iron Company's works pre­ 
sent a busy scene today. Nine hundred men 
are at work and rapid progress is being made 
in clearing away the wreck. It is sad the 
works will start in about three weeks. There 
is little change in the situation and everyone 
is working with the one end in view, to clear 
away the wreckage and give the people of 
Johnstown a chance to rebuild. About 10 
o’clock the rajn was over and the sun came 
out with its fierce June héat. 
Arthur Kirk has fired a number of charges 
of dynamite during the day, and each time 
with good effect. The channels to the bridge 
are almost clear of debris, and each charge of 
dynamite has loosened large quantities of 
wreckage. 
Altoul 40 bodies were recovered up to 3 
o’clock this afternoon. Of these only three 
were found at the bridge.

W e believe that C hief Arthur of the Broth­ 
erhood of L ocom otive Engineers is a for­ 
eigner by birth, but he has a good deal of 
what the Y ankees call “ horse sense," and he 
appears also to have caught on to the A m eri­ 
can idea in regard to labor matters.

recent m eeting o f the Association in Chicago 
he made a speech in which he declared: " U n ­ 
der no circum stances which I can conceive 
shall I ever sanction another strike."

on general ptincitdes, and then told his so­ 


ciety that “ to strike would be practical sui­ 
cide, for ow ing to the inexorable laws of sup­ 
ply and demand and the large number of un 
em ployed engineer* in the country it w ould 
take but an exceedingly short space of time 
to till our places." 
It is a great point gained for peace and for 
the welfare of lalK>r and business when the 
leader o f the greatest labor organization in 
the United States gets this bit of com m on 


sense into his head and finds the courage to 
proclaim it. 
C hief Arthur is a candidate fur 
re-election, and knows that he puts his *.iie- 


cess in jH'ril by talking in this way to a great 
mass of men. m any of them ignorant and full 
o f the bigoted European Idea that the nor­ 
mal relation of laltor to the capital that em ­ 
ploys it is changeless and implacable antag 
on ism, em phasized 
periodically by strikes, 
violence and 
tile destruction of property. 
T he truth m ay not get into the brains of a 
m ajority of his society in tim e to save him 
from defeat, but he ha* cast in the leaven 


amontr them , aud it is sure to get in its work 
sooner or later. 
A few more defeats, such 
as have overtaken the recent great strikes, 
w ill lie a pow erful educational process in the

NO MORE STRIKES FOR ARTHUR. 


W e believe that Chief A rthur of the Broth­ 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers is a for­ 
eigner by birth, but he has a good deal of 
what the Yankees call “ horse sense,” and he 
appears also to have caught on to the Am eri­ 
can idea in regard to labor m atters. 
At the 
recent meeting of the Association in Chicago 
he made a speech in which he declared: “ U n­ 
der no circumstances which I can conceive 
shall I evcrsanctiou another strike.” 
lie said 
in continuation that he was opposed to strikes 
on general principles, and then told his so­ 
ciety that “ to strike would be practical sui­ 
cide, for owing to the inexorable laws of sup­ 
ply and demand and the large num ber of un 
employed engineers in the country it would 
take but an exceedingly short space of time 
to till our places.” 
It is a great point gained for peace and for 
the welfare of labor and business when the 
leader of the greatest labor organization in 
the United States gets this bit of common 
sense into his head and finds the courage to 
proclaim it. 
Chief A rthur is a candidate for 
re-election, and knows that he puts his suc­ 
cess in peril by talking in this way to a great 
mass of men, m any of them ignorant and full 
of the bigoted European idea tlmt the nor­ 
mal relation ot labor to the capital that em ­ 
ploys it is changeless and implacable antag­ 
onism, emphasized periodically by strikes, 
violence and the destruction of property. 
The truth may not get into the brains of a 
m ajority of bis society in time to save him 
from defeat, but he has cast in the leaven 
among them, and it is sure to get in its work 
sooner or later. 
A few more defeats, such 
as have overtaken the recent great strikes, 
will be a powerful educational process in the 
course that the Chief 
has m arked out. 
It will 
encourage 
employers to stouter 
resistance 
against 
a proceeding 
always 
more or less crim inal in its results, and which 
except for the demagogues who rule in our 
law-making bodies, would be punished like 
other conspiracies. 
The strike, the boycott 
and the lockout an* all anti-American in their 
spirit and operation, and have no justifica­ 
tion or excuse under a government in which 
every man is free. 
Labor organizations are 
permissible and necessary for the well-being 
of the workingmen, but they w ill be moie 
useful when their elTorts are directed to the 
lietter education of their members, to econo­ 
mic discussions, to 
profitable investments 
for their ‘avings, and especially to the asser­ 
tion of the great principle that every m an’s 
labor is his own property,to be disposed of by 
himself at any price and iti any m arket that 
he may prefer, and must never be put at the 
disposal or subjected to the dictation of a 
society in which the incompetents and the 
rogues are in the m ajority, and agitators and 
blatherskites get the offices.

ing business. 
The firm takes the contract 
and Murphy takes the swag. 
The Governor 
has also appointed Michael Conway of Troy 
Agent for Discharged Convicts. 
The Gov 
crnor has twice advised the abolition of this 
office as useless. 
The appropriation for it is 
$T.5()0 a year, of which the officer takes 
$3,500 for salary and disburses $4,000 am ong 
the convicts. 
Cdkiway is one of M urphy’s 
lienchmen, and has been keeper of the Troy 
jail. 
These things are expected to placate Mur 
phy, who has recently been very angry at 
Hill. 
The Tribune's Albany correspondent 
states that M urphy had claimed the office of 
Bank Superintendent for Charles II. I)e 
Freest of Troy, that of Superintendent of 
Public Buildings for his father-in-law. Mi 
chael Delahanty of Albany, and that of Su 
perintendent of Insurance for T. C. Callicott 
of Albany, one of his personal tools. 
The

ments Mr. Hill could not deliver because the 
Senate refused to confirm DeFrecst and Cal 
licott.

A Run A long Stream s is o f R eneilt to Over­ 
w orked Bodies aud B rains—A Pen P ic­ 
tu re—The B uslinellvllle D escribed -A Trip 
In D elaw are County , Etc. 


Many fishermen are still having ru ns of 
good lu ck catching trou t in stream s in the 
C'atskiil Mou ntains. 
One featu re abou t trou t tlsliing in the Cats 
kill M ou ntains is that su ccess is not abso­ 
lu te ly necessary to secu re m any of its advan­ 
tages. 
Su ccess, certainly, is the crowning 
pleasu re, the crowning glory, hu t to the res­ 
ident of the* City a ru n along the streams is 
of inestim able benefit to the overworked 
body and mind. 
The grand ru gged m ou n­ 
tain« , with clou d-capped su mmits, cannot 
fail to inspire lofty sentiments, while the 
more qu iet beau ty of the streams give gen­ 
es ou s feelings and more charitable views of 
hu m anity. 
The pu re m ou ntain air brings 
elasticity to the step and drau ghts of spark­ 
ling w ater like those taken from the fou ntain 
of you th, wash away impu rities from tiie sys­ 
tem. 
indeed, the mind m u st he broadened 
and the whole body toned u p and invig­ 
orated. 
.John Bu rrou ghs lias said: 
I am su re I ru n no risk of over praising the charm 
and attractiveness of a well fed trou t stream, every 
drop of water in it as bright and pu re as if tbe 
nymphs had brou ght it all the way from its sou rce 
in crystal goblets, and as cool as if it had been 
hu tched beneath a rlacier. When the heated and 
soiled and jaded refu gee from the city first sees one 
he feels as if he wou ld like to tu rn it into his bosom 
and let it tlow throu gh bhn a few hou rs, it su ggests 
su ch healing freshness and newness. llow bis roil- 
iy thou ghts wou ld ru u clear; how the sediment 
wou ld go down stream. Cou ld be ever have an im­ 
pu re or au u u wou lsome wish afterward ? The next 
best tiling he can do is to tram p along its banks and 
su rrender himself to its inlltience. if he reads it la­ 
tently enou gh hr will, in a measu re, betaking it into 
bis mind and heart, and exjienexieing its salu tary 
ministrations. * * * Then what acqu aintance lie 
makes with the stream ! He addresses himself to it 
as a lover to Vis mistress; ho woos it and stays with 
it till be knows its most bidden secrets. It ru ns 
throu gh his thou ghts not less than throu gh its 
banks there; be feels the fret and thru st of every 
bar and bowlder. Where it deepens, his pu rpose 
deepens; where it is shallow, he is indifferent. He 
knows how to interpret its every glance and dimple; 
its beau ty hau nts him for days. 
I it tt form er article T he F r e em an described 
the Snyder llollow or W oodland stream. 
Follow ing the line of the Ulster & Dela­ 
ware Railroad above Phoenicia there are sev­ 
eral sm all trou t stream s w ith eu phoniou s 
names. 
These, however, are barely worth 
the attention of the angler, owing to the 
small size of the fish. 
At Shandaken Center 
the Bu shncllville stream em ptits into the 
Esopu s. 
It starts in the West kill Notch and 
fiows throu gh Deep Hollow Gap. 
The hol­ 
low is noted for its partridges and its hears. 
It is especially a fertile field for hu nters’ ad­ 
ventu re« with wild basts. 
Many hears have 
been killed in that vicinity. 
The W estkill 
Notch is tt pass throu gh a m ou ntain range 
ov< r 8 .GOO feet in height. 
The m ou ntains 
tu e called the Westkill chain. 
To a stranger 
going u p the valley it appears as thou gh there 
were no ou tlet u ntil he comes within a 
short distance of The Notch. 
Then it seems 
as thou gh a slice had been taken ou t of the 
mou ntain very mu ch as a grocer wou ld cu t a 
slice ou t of a new cheese. 
There is ju st the 
w idth of the roadway and stream at the bot­ 
tom of ibis defile. 
The m ou ntains with their 
precipitou s sides tower above. 
They arc 
thickly covered with trees, hiding somewhat 
their ru gged aspect and present many pictu r­ 
esqu e views. 
Deep snows accu m u late in The 
Notch in the winter, and there is ice throu gh­ 
ou t the year. The liu slinellville stream ilows 
geu tly throu gh the hollow and is visited du r­ 
ing the su m m er season by many people. 
Its 
wooded banks are free from u nderbru sh. 
There 
are beau tifu l places covered with 
ferns 
where 
tents 
can 
he 
pitched 
and trees 
with 
low and wide-spteading 
branches u pon which to fasten hammocks. 
It is an ideal place for picnic parties and a 
favorite resort for men and children who 
pass m any hou rs of the day strolling along 
its mossy hanks. 
There have been many 
trou t in this stream and they are still occa­ 
sionally cau ght there. 
At one time pot fish­ 
ermen carried on a lu crative bu siness by 
catching small fish and sending them alive to 
New-York for the pu rpose of stocking ponds, 
hu t the laws pu t a slop to this wholesale de­ 
pletion of the streams, and the day is not far 
distant when it will he one of the finest trou t 
stream s in that section of the Catskills. 


A TR IP IN DELAW ARE CO. 
[Edward L. Chichester in Ou ting for Ju ne.] 
Ju st at the folks w here the East and W est 
branches of the Delaware River join stands 
the village of Hancock. 
In the days when 
tlie stream s were alive w ith rafts the lu m ber­ 
men crowded the hotels and shou ted and sang 
itt the streets; and there arc vestiges of this 
period rem aining even now, thou gh the red­ 
nosed gentlemo i w ho spend their time u pon 
the verandas of the neclected taverns might 
resent the title. 
Still, high water carries con­ 
siderable tim ber toward the Eastern cities, 
and brings a few days of old-time importance 
to this somewhat grimy little village among 
the hills. 
D u ring the last few years blu e stone has 
Ix-ctt extensively qu arr.cd in the vicinity, and 
an occasional scar on an otherwise thickly- 
mown hillside reveals the progress and in­ 
creasing importance of this indu stry. 
A cou ple of miles from t he post otlicc, the 
Cadosia Greek, a clear, cold stream famou s 
for its trou t, comes winding throu gh the 
woods and farm lands and empties into the 
East Branch. 
A small village some miles u p 
this creek hears its name, corru pted by the 
inhabitants to Cndosh. 
W hen Simpson and Iliad reached Hancock 
bv way of the W est Brancli we again sou ght 
higher cou ntry and shipped ou r canoes for 
Cook’s Falls, or Bu tternu t Grove, as it is also 
called, a small village on that fresh and rapid 
stream so well known to sportsmen, the 
Beaver Kill. 
It cu ts throu gh a wild cou ntry, sometimes 
narrow ing to qu ite a gorge, where its water s 
crowd the mou ntain sides, and again spread- 
in<r itself in a hit of su nny valley, hu t never 
qu ieting into lorg, placid stretches. 
A ny­ 
one who has followed this stream will hear 
its roar ringing in his ear w henever he recalls 
the experience. 
. 
. . 
T here was some qu estion in ou r minu s 
w hether this water wou ld prove navigable 
for the canoe« , 
They drew little to lie su re, 
bu t even the Shaw Shaw, which had no keel, 
cou ld not tloat qu ite like an au tu m n leaf, and 
¡Simpson shook his 
head as we cau ght 
glim pses from the car window's of the white 
water su rging among the hlack rocks down 
below. 
An individu al w hom we always re­ 
ferred to as “ chu m p” had advised u s not to 
try the stream. 
lie had called at ou r cam p while we were 
at the W est Branch, and had expatiated at 
.rrcat length on its pecu liarities, dwelling 
w ith force on the fact that hear and wildcat 
tilled the woods on all sides and that rattlers 
were tlu ck as blackberries, m aking it risky 
to sleep on the grou nd. 
“ Them boats go down the Beaver Kill? 
Mebbe so; most, everything that gets iu ther« s 
bou n’ to go down !” and he lau ghed heartily. 
W e m ight have been discou raged by this 
pictu re had we not learned l*ter that the 
you th had u ever seen the Beaver Kill. 
G u r first day on the stream will never be 
forgotten. 
The water was fairly high, as 
there had been recent rains, and scarcely a 
m om ent was permitted u s in which to hu nch 


f o r w a r d with elbows on knees and contem­ 
plate the panorama u nfolding before u s as 
le floated down. 
This Had been a favorite 
occu pation along the qu iet stretches of 
be 
W est Branch, hu t here we were either in the 
midst of a roaring rift, throwing ou r whole 
w eig bto o the paddle and twisting the boats 
rapidly arou nd {he rocks, or standing u p, 
scanning some white line a few rods ahead 
S choose the safest opening throu gh which 
t0 pass—a choice that always bad to be made 
with ereat promptness. Tins nf^d f^ 
wAtc^ 
fu liiees keeping one constantly on the alert, 
and the necessity for prom pt 
a c t i o n give to 
canoeing its pecu liar 
zest. 
A noticeable 
featu re of the region watered by the Beaver 
Kill is the ancient appearance of many of tbe 
hou ses scattered throu gh the village. 
h For so wild a cou ntry this strikes one as 
s in g u la r , hu t we learned iba 
the s po ts o f 
fertile lowland were early settled, and many 
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buildings, wllb brond 
climbing vines and having Pig, 
b» tezy 


kitchens with shining rows of m ilk pans by 
the door. 
Usu ally Ihe w ater brou ght from a spring 
in the hills bu bbled near at hand and a tin 
cu p hu ng ready for u « e. 
The hills here, as 
at Rock Rift, are being gradu ally cleared of 
hardwood, for acid factories and stu m p lots, 
covered with blackberry and second-growth 
oak. hickory and sassafras, are common. 
In some parts these clearings alTord a 
feeding grou nd for hear, who gru b u p the 
roots tind feast on berries in their season, 
and the deer still linger in sections, tliou eh, 
as ou r cou rse led u s throu gh the u atu ial 
thorou ghfare of the region, we started no 
large game. 
One evening a tall, su n bu rned man looked 
in ¡it the camp. 
He was driving a yoke of oxen along a 
highway skirting the river and, attracted by 
the tent”, tu rned aside lor a call. 
“ Evenin’, gentlem en,” was his cordial 
greeting ; “ hu ntin' or fishin’ ?” 
“ N either,” I replied, reaching fo ra sketch 
hook and scanning liis face in the rapidly 
fading light. 
“ W e’re cru ising throu gh here 
ju st to see the cou ntry. 
¡Sit dow n.” 
He 
nodded and sat down on a stone. 
“ I’ve 
lived over here,” he remarked, 
pointing toward the next clearing, 
“ fu r 
forty year, an’ the ole man was here forty 
year before m e.” 
“ You m u st have seen some game in that 
tim e,” I su ggested. 
“ Gam e? \Yu l, 1 shou ld say! I wou ldn’t 
du st to tell you fellas how many deers I ’ve 
killed 011 this very farm .” 
“ And hear ; do you have any hear ?” 
“ Yes. som e; neither’« so thick as they 
u sed to he. thou gh. 
W hy, 1 had a light 
with a corker abou t seven years ago. 
It was 
right over on that m ou ntain yonder. 
I ’d 
been fishin’ down bv Du ck Rock ¡ill day, an' 
was goiu ’ home. 
The fella was gru bhin’ 
tinder a stu m p, and I come right against him. 
He grabbed fu r me, an’ if I hadn’t had a 
big knife handy I wou ldn’t a-liecn here.” 
And he smiled grimly and pu lled u p the 
overalls on one of his legs to the ku ee, show­ 
ing a sinewy calf seamed with the scars of 
deep scratches. 
W e looked at this evidence 
of war and asked if there were rattlesnakes 
abou t. 
“ One was killed on this farm abou t fou r 
years ago,” he replied, “ hu t they’re very 
scarce; we find ’em once in a while in a 
gu lly hack in the hills, mebbe one in a su m ­ 
mer. 
You 
needn’t he 
afraid o’ rattlers 
thou gh.” 
“ Can we get provisions all the way down ?” 
asked Simpson, who was frying flapjacks. 
"Provisions ? Oh, yes ; anybody’ll fu rnish 
what you want. 
W e’re all white folks, if 1 
do say it. 
T h’ ole man su pplied more hu nt­ 
ers an’ su ch in liis day titan you cou ld cou nt. 
He never shu t the door against anybody, 
rich or poor, till lie was killed by the m ilk.” 
"T he w hat ?” said Simpson, aghast, low­ 
ering the cu p he hu d lifted to his lips. 
“ The milk ; the milk train. 
YTou see the 
road w'as new then, an’ we wa’nt u st to steam 
cais.” 
Ou r caller stayed some time, holding Ins 
long m u scu lar hands over the coals as it 
grew colder, and chatting in an entertaining 
way. 
lie told u s the best method for captu ring 
eels and invited u s to call u p at the hou se 
and get some apples, and then left, stu m p­ 
ing down the road in the darkness, shou ting 
to his oxen. 
I had an u ncomfortable dream 
that n ig ht; a hear seemed to be standing 
over me, and wou ld occasionally draw a 
cold nose across my hand or face. 
While 
having an impression that they wou ld not 
tou ch a man lying motionless, 1 moved neither 
hand nor foot, hu t lay in a miserable night­ 
mare trance till Simpson shook me awake 
and whispered, “ what's that ?” in a startled 
voice, close to my ear. “ Wh-a-t ?” I gasped. 
“ Something crawled over me,” he said. 
W e 
both lav still and listened. 
Something cold 
t inc hed my cheek ; small wet feet skipped 
lightly over my face. 
Some leaves ru stled ; 
then it was still. 
“ H ark !” he said, hearing the leaves. 
“ Do 
you su ppose that enu ld he a rattler?” 
“ If it 
is it has 
feet,” 1 m u ttered ; “ something 
walked on me, nothing craw led; it was 
probably a field mou se ;” and throwing my 
arms abou t to frighten off the intru der, if 
he still remained, I tu rned over and went to 
sleep. 
Simpson did the same. 
Only the 
possibility of a visit from a rattlesnake cou ld 
keep u s awake after the clay’s exertion. 
A 
searc h among the b'au kets the next morning 
revealed a small frog. 
On this cru ise we learned many of the 
finer points of canoeing. 
A stream like the 
Beaver Kill affords a variety of conditions 
that more placid waters lack. 
Its su rface, 
reflecting the bottom, shone a rich, trans­ 
parent brown, the deep and shallow stretches 
presenting little variety in color. 
The general ru 'e in navigating shallow 
streams, to keep well on the ou tward sweep 
of a bend, often failed u s here, and many 
times the channel followed the inner bank, 
or wou nd in and ou t in eccentric cu rves that 
were extremely pu zzling. 
Experienced cru isers know how to detect 
hidden obstru ctions at a glance, hu t it may 
not he ou t of place to say a word oti this 
point to beginners. 
W here a stone lies ju st beneath the su r­ 
face of a rapid stream the w ater slides over 
it with an u nru ffled cu rrent, then breakes 
back on itself, m aking a white boiling spot. 
This spot serves as a warning, hu t as it occu rs 
■loseu nder the obstru ction it is often diflicu lt 
to sec it from above. 
In close qu arters the canoe can he pu shed 
throu gh these white spots withou t danger, pro­ 
vided the treacherou s stillness ju st preced­ 
ing them is avoided. 
Another appearance 
presented by rapid w ater is deceptive and at 
tirst very alarming. 
A broad stream su d­ 
denly narrows, and the water tu mbled in on 
itself forms a white channel fu ll of choppy 
waves, an angry-looking path, hu t seldom, 
except in case of a great volu me of water, a 
dangerou s one, for it is deeper than the 
qu iet stream above it. 
Sometimes the roar in these narrowings of 
the Beaver Kill cou ld be heard a long dis­ 
tance and the waves gave u s a thorou gh 
wetting. 
1 carried a light hazel fishing rod besides 
my sketch book, and wou ld toss a grass­ 
hopper over the eddies that swirled at the 
foot of the rifts. 
Seldom w ithou t resu lt in 
the shape of a chu b. 
The stream swarmed 
with these fish and they sometimes reached a 
fu ll pou nd in weight. 
The trou t were more 
nu merou s in the tribu tary creeks, where the 
water was colder, bu t in this high region it 
seldom grows very warm anywhere, while the 
mist, looking white as hoar frost and feeling 
qu ite as cold, makes the grass glisten in the 
earlv mornings, even iu Au gu st. 
We often 
pitched ou r tent in spots where wintcrgreen 
and prince s pine dotted the tu rf, making a 
balmy bed to stretch ou t on. 
One night we 
slept on warm sand that lay along the shore 
in ridges like graves. 
It felt wonderfu lly 
comfortable at first, hu t when the ru bber 
blanket was worked iu till one’s form was 
cast like iron in a mou ld, it m ight as well 
have been a bed of rock. 
Some long bridges span the streams at the 
point where the Beaver Kill joins the East 
Branch, and a little village hearing the name 
of the latter nestles abou t the fork. 
The 
added volu me of w ater below this point gives 
dignity to the stream that sweeps along with 
the steady movement of a river. 
A small boy and girl, wading in the shal­ 
lows, stared in astonishment as the canoes 
floated toward them; bu t the lad repoyered 
himself su fflciectlv to ask for a ride before 
we had passed. 
By shifting ou r cargo for­ 
ward a sort of a nest was made for the re­ 
ception of passengers, and the boats bobbed 
down the next rift with extra ballast, 
A pair of fat steers standing in the river 
were nearly rim down by the Sybaris and 
flou ndered snorting to the shore, closely fol­ 
lowed by the boat. 
The you ng man whom 
1 carried in tbe Shaw Shaw had a long string 
of fish, chu b and dace, most of which he 
took pains to tell me, he had cau ght himself, 
gently implying a slu r on feminine prowess. 
Both 
children 
were 
delighted 
with 
the 
tiny 
crafts 
that 
floated 
where 
they 
cou ld 
wade 
and 
bore 
them 
in 
safety over the deepest holes, and the dream 
of owning a canoe gave an additional gilding 
to that long delayed heaven referred to by 
Simpson’s passenger as “ When we grow u p.” 
After we left them they stood with their 
brown legs in the w ater, like a pair of herons 
and watched u s ou t of sight. 
W e learned 
that faj-meys living along the river had each 
su mmer hou sed and fed children from the 
City, and one cou ld not bu t think how w on­ 
derfu l the rich valley m u st have looked to a 
waif from Avenu e A or tbe Five Points. 
Along the deep, still stretches of the stream 


we wou ld pass an occa-ionnl ? cow moored 
arou nd the shadow of a rock or overhanging 
tree, and occu pied by a fisherman. 
These 
crafts were bu ilt of pine or hemlock boatds, 
and sometimes of plank two inches thick. 
One hu ge boat lying among some ru siie« bore 
lbe name of Dau ntless, the title covering a 
whole side, iu yellow lettt r.son a red grou nd 
It was not a good day for fishing, ou r first 
on the East Branch; the su n was too hot and 
the air too still, hu t the conditions made it 
easy to inspect the grou nd, and we cou ld 
lean over and cou nt the blac k bass lying along 
the bottom , with heads u p stream and m ak­ 
ing ju st enou gh movement of fin and toil to 
keep stationary against a gentle cu rrent. 
< >n 
a clou dy day we saw a basket filled w ith as 
tine a collection of these beau lies as we have 
met with anywhere. 
On rou nding a bend at one point I fou nd 
Simpson had landed and was trying t<> catch 
a m ink he had cornered in a hu nch of 
sm art 
weed, 
hu t 
the 
game 
was 
too 
qu ick 
for 
him 
and du cked into 
the river u nder his very pu ddle. 
Eater on, 
as we were floating close to the hank, some 
wood thick darted from u nder the hows of 
the canoes and cu nningly fled u p the stream. 
They were you ng, and did not rise icadily, 
hu t beat the water with the ir wiu gs.progress- 
ing witli a noise and splash that wou ld have 
done credit to a steam tu g. 
W e camped for some days near Read's 
Creek. 
A ford u sed by the farm ers when 
the river was low crossed the stream dose l>y, 
and hack of u s rose a thick wood fragrant 
with wild flowers. 
The rhododendron with 
its waxy leaves and clean stems grew close 
arou nd the tent, and after the su n wentdown 
and the stillness seemed more profou nd than 
ever w e cou ld hear the splash of a rivu let that 
emptied into a binnacle close by. 
W e wou ld 
light the lantern and read or w rite letters or 
look over the day’s sketches till we grew 
drowsy from a very excess of su u gtiess and 
com fort, ar.il then go to sleep. 
A large tent 
proved a decided improvement on the tiny 
shelter one cou ld bu tton over the gu nwale of 
a boat. 
It afforded more commodiou s qu arters on 
rainy days and left tlic canoes free for fishing 
or short excu rsions. 
The advantages offered 
u y the canoe to sportsmen are too wt li known 
to need fu rther comment here, bu t a word as 
to its pecu liar adaptability to an artist’s re­ 
qu irem ents may not be ou t of place. 
first, 
any qu antity of sketching material can he car­ 
ried 
withou t inconvenience, an advantage 
readily appreciated by anyone who haslranq - 
ed across the cou ntry loaded like a pack 
horse, with color box, camp stool, easel and 
u mbrella. 
Again, w ith a stream for thorou ghfare one 
passes throu gh the most pictu resqu e section 
of a cou ntry. 
Every bend reveals sonn thing 
of interest, and facing in the direction one 
goes each point can he noted. 
The forward deck serves as a desk u nder 
which a sketch book lies always at hand, and 
paddle can he readily exchanged for pencil. 
Ou r plan on this cru ise wits to move slowly 
down the stream u ntil some point of special 
interest was reached and then cainp, often re­ 
maining in the same place tor days together. 
A river of any length offers gieat variety 
in scenery, and the Beaver Kill and East 
Branch were no exception to this ru le. 
The u pper waters, with 
their 
thickly- 
wooded hanks, gave way below to 
open 
meadows, and highways winding between 
stone walls su cceeded the rou gh wood roads. 
The old hu nter’s estimate of the character of 
liis neighbors in the valley proved a correct 
one, and excellent Lire cou ld be pu rchased 
for a small su m at almost any farm hou se. 
Ou r only annoyance was tin 
occasional 
watch dog who regarded u s with su spicion, 
and I do not know that the animals cou ld be 
blamed. 
A hu ge Newfou ndland ru shed at 
Simpson one morning as he was sketching by 
the roadside, hu t as the artist detected a mu z­ 
zle strapped tightly to the dog’s nose he paid 
no attention to the attack and affected not 
to know the creatu re was harking at him. 
The dt >ij ’s look of perfect bewilderment as he 
slu nk away was lu dicrou s. 
On visiting a strange hou se we wou ld pro­ 
vide ou rselves with an u mbrella prod, a hick­ 
ory stick, pointed with a chisel; hu t this 
was not often necessary, for most of the dogs 
« long the Delaware were collies, and showed 
all the friendly characteristics of that breed. 
As the river neared Hancock it divided 
and wou nd in and ou t among a su ccession of 
small islands. 
These were covered 
with 
masses of brilliant color, golden rod and a 
du ll pu rple-red flower predominating, while 
here and there were the white blcs-oms of 
boneset. 
Rich color gleamed in everything. 
On one of ou r rambles hack in the cou ntry 
we discovered a cedar thicket, the stu m py 
trees standing so close that the lower limbs 
had died for w ant of air and light, while the 
tops were clothed with dense foliage. Creep 
ing u nder we fou nd the place had an atmos­ 
phere of its own—a kind of cave-like charac­ 
ter—and the grou nd was perfectly dry after 
hou rs of rain! 
It formed a natu ral home for 
owls and bats. 
I was really anxiou s to meet with a rattle­ 
snake on this cru ise, if only to secu re a set of 
rattles as a trophy, hu t thou gh we both 
searched every stretch of rocky grou nd from 
Cook’s Falls to Hancock no specimen was se­ 
cu red or even sighted. 
I had one adventu re, however, that made 
me fear my wish had been granted in a start­ 
ling m anner. 
1 was walking along a highway, and, feel­ 
ing my feet entangled iu something, was hor­ 
rified to see a large snake wriggling in the 
du st. 
It is needless to say that 1 sprang high 
in the air, and the serpent made a hasty re­ 
treat, tu rning a very ordinary tail as he dis­ 
appeared down the hank toward the river. 
He was only a water snake, and not worth 
captu re, bu t for a brief moment Inspired all 
the respect du e his more venomou s brother. 
A bou t a week after we entered the East 
Branch the fam iliar aspect of the hills told u s 
we were again approaching the m ou th of the 
river. 
The Cadosia Creek was passed, and 
the blu e-stone qu arries told of ou r near ap­ 
proach to the u nion of the stream w ith its 
western sister. 
T he canoes carried u s past 
Hancock, 
arou nd a bend and ou t into the meeting ot 
the waters. 
At this point we made ou r last 
camp and lingered for some days, hu t the 
trees were already showing au tu m nal tints, 
and the river smoked in the early mornings. 
It was tim e to go. 
Wc packed everything 
into as small a compass as possible and car­ 
ried the boats to tbe station, leaving a stu ffed 
du m m y of well-worn garments to startle the 
discoverer cf ou r last camping place. 
The 
cru ise had been a delightfu l one throu ghou t, 
and ou r life on the u pper waters of the Dela­ 
ware, a region of green forest, rich valleys 
and sparkling streams, will long live a vivid 
pictu re iu memory.

Many fishermen are still having runs of 
good luck entoiling trout in streams in the 
Catskill Mountains. 


One feature about trout fishing in the Cats 
kill M ountains is that success is not abso­ 
lute ly necessary to secure m any of its advan­ 
tage*. 
Success, certainly, is the crow ning 
pleasure, the crow ning glory, hut to the res­ 
ident of the City a run along tho streams is 


of inestimable !>onofU to the overworked 
bod}- aud mind. 
Tilt* grand rugged m oun­ 
tains, with cloud-capped sum mi is, cannot 
fail to inspire lofty sentim ents, w hile the 
more quiet beauty of tilt* streams give gen ­ 
et Otis feelings and more charitable views of 
hum anity. 
The pure mountain air brings 
elasticity to the step and draughts of spark­ 
ling water like those taken from the fountain 
of youth, wash away impurities from the sy s­ 
tem.

Follow ing the lint* of lite Ulster et D ela­ 
ware J to ii rom I alto vc Phtcoieia I here are sev­ 
eral sm all Inuit streams w ith euphonious 
names. 
These, however, arc bn rely worth 
tin* attention of the angler, ow ing to Hie 
small size of the fish. 
At Shandaken ( ’enter 
lite llushncllvllle stream einptiis into the 
Esopus. 
It starts in the West kill Notch and 
Hows through Deep H ollow Gap. 
The hol­ 
low is noted for its partridges and its hears. 
It is especially a fertile field for bunters' ad ­ 
ventures with wild In asts. 
hinny hear* have 
been killed iii that vicinity. 
T he W estkill 
Notch is a pass through u mountain range 
ov« r 3.*>00 feet in height. 
The mountains 
are called the W estkill chain. 
To a stranger 
going up (lie vullcy it appears as though there 
were no outlet until 
tie comes w ithin a 
short distance of T he Notch. 
Then it stem s 
as though a slice had bet it taken out of (lie 
mountain very much us a grocer would cut a 
slice out of a new cheese. 
There is just the 
width of the roadway and str, urn at the bot­ 
tom of ibis defile. 
The mountains with their 
precipitous sides tower iliove, 
They are 
thickly covered with trees, hilling som ewhat 
their rug*ged aspect and present many pictur­ 
esque views. 
I Jeep snow s accumulate iii The* 
N otch iu the winter, and there is ice through 
out the year. 
The Bushnell vide slream flows 
geutly through the hollow ami I* visited dur­ 
ing the summer season by mauy people. 
Us 
wooded hanks are free from underbrush. 
There 
are bountiful places covered with 
ferns 
where 
tents 
eau 
Is* 
pitched 
and trees 
with 
low 
and w iilc^pleading 
brandies upon which to fasten ham mocks. 
It is an ideal place tor picnic parties und a 
favorite resort for men and children w ho 
pass mony hours of the day strolling along 
its mossy 
banks. 
There have been m any 
trout in this stream and they are still occa­ 
sionally caught there. 
A l one tim e pot fish­ 
ermen carried on a lucrative business by 
catching small fish and sending them alive to 
New York for Hie purpose o f stocking ponds, 
lint the laws put a stop to this wholesale d e­ 
pletion of the streams, and the day is not far 
distant when it will he one of the finest trout 
streams in thatt a lion of the C at-kills. 


A T M P IN D E L A W A K E CO. 
[Edward I.. Chiel* ster iii Outing for June ] 
Just at Fie* folk s where Ilia East and W est 
brandies of lite Delaware Diver join alands 
the village o f Hancock. 
In tin* days when 
tile streams were alive w ith rafts the hindu r 
men crowded tile botels and shouted nod sang 
in the streets; arid there arc vestiges of lins 
period rem aining even now, Brough the m l- 
nosed gentlem e i who spend their time U|s>n 
tho verandas of the neglected taverns m ight 
resent the tide. 
S till, high water carries eon- 
sider-atde Bridler toward the Eastern cities, 
and brings a few days o f old-time importance 
to lids somewhat grim y little village among 
the hills. 
D uring the last few yi ars blue stone h a s 
been extensively q u a rry ii iii the vicinity, and 
an occasional soar on an otherwise! th ick ly- 
grow n hillside reveals the progress aud in ­ 
creasing im portance of this industry. 
A couple of miles front the jnrst olliec. the 
Cadosia Crea k, a clear, c old stream fam ous 
for its trout, comes w inding through the 
woods and farm lands and em pties into tile 
East Branch. 
A small village some miles up 
this creek bears its name, corrupted by the 
inhabitants to Cados ll. 
W hen Simpson and I bad reached H ancock 
bv way of the West Brunch we again sought 
higherCountry and shipped our canoe's for 
Cook’s Falls, or Butternut Grove, as it is also 
railed, a small village on that fresh aud rapid 
stream so w ell known to sportsmen, 
the 
Beaver Kill. 
It cuts through a wild country, sometimes 
narrowing to quite a forge, where its w ateis 
crowd the mountain sides, aud again spread 
lug itself in a bit of sunny 
valley, hut never 
quieting into to f f. placid stretches. 
A n y ­ 


o n e who has followed this stream w ill hear 
its roar ringing ta his cur whenever lie recalls 
the experience. 
There was some question in our minds 
w hether tide water would prove navigable 
for the canoe*®. 
T hey drew little to be surj, 
but even tliu Shaw Shaw, which had no k<vl, 
could not flout quite like an autumn leal, aiel 
Sim pson shook hi# 
head as we caught 
glim pses from Bit* car windows of the whit* 


w a t e r surging among lilt* blac k rocks down 
Indow. 
Au individual w hom we always re 
ferred to as ’‘chum p” had advised us not to 
try the stream. 
lie had called at our cam p while we were 
at the West Branch, and had expatiated at 
great length on its peculiarity s, dw elling 
with force on the fact tin t tear and w ildcat 
filled the woods on all sides and that rattlers 
were B eck hs blackberries, m aking it risky 
to sleep on the ground. 
"Them bouts go down the Beaver KBIT 
Mebbe so; most everything that gets iu th r- 's 
boun' to go down !” and lie laughed heartily. 
W e m ight have been discouraged by this 
picture had we not learned later that the 
vouth had uever Been the Beaver Kill. 
Our first day on the stream w ill never Ik* 
forgotten. 
The water was fairly high. as 
there had been recent rains, and scarcely a 
momeut was permitted us in w hich to hunch 
forward with elbows on knees and contem- 
nlate the panorama unfolding before us as 
Ive floated down. 
T ins had been a tevonte 
occupation along the quiet stretches of th* 
W est Branch, but here we were either in the 
midst of a roaring rift, throwing our w hole 
S t a b l e Bm paddle and twisting Bio boats 
rapidly around (he rocks, or standing up, 
scanning some whit* Un© a few rods ahead 
to choose the safest opening through whic h 
to pass—a choice that always had to he made 
with great promptness. This need for w ate Ii 
fulness keeping one constantly on the alert, 
and HW necessity for prompt action give to 
canoeing ilk peculiar 
zest. 
A noticeable 
feature of the region watered by the Beaver 
Kill is the ancient appearance of many o f the 
houses scattered through the village. 
h 
wild a country this stakes one as 


building., with 
b r o i d y « r .n d .. xh.ded by 
clim bing vines Bod having 
big, 
breezy 


kitchens with shining rows o f milk pans by 
the door. 
Usually the water brought from a spring 
in the hills bubbled near at hand and a tin 
cup hung ready for use. 
The hills here, ns 
ut Hock R ift, are being gradually cleared of 
hardwood, for acid factories and stump lots, 
covered with blackberry and second-growtil 
oak. hickory and sassafras, are common. 
Iii some parts these clearings afford a 
feeding ground for bear, who grub up the 
roots and feast on berries in 
their season, 
and the (lier still linger iu sections, (bouch, 
its our course led us through the natural 
thoroughfare o f the region, we started no 
large game. 
One e veiling a tall, sun burned man looked 
in at the cam p. 
He was driving a yoke o f oxen along a 
highway skirling the river and, attracted by 
Bu* tent, turned aside tor a call. 
“ Evenin', 
gentlem en,” was his cordial 
greeting : ‘’builtin* or fishin’ 
"N either,” I replied, reaching fora sketch 
hook and scanning his face in the rapidly 
failing light. 
“ W e're cruising through here 
just to see the country. 
Sit d ow n .” 
He 
nodded und sat down on a stone. 
" I’ve 
lived over here,” he remarked, 
pointing toward the next clearing, 
"fur 
forty year, nu’ the ole man was here forty 
year Indore m e.” 
“ You m ust have seen some game in that 
tim e,” I suggested. 
'G a m e? G al, I should say! I w ouldn’t 
dust to tell you fellas how many deers I ve 
killed on this very farm .” 
"A nd bear; do you have any In ar ?” 
"Y'cs, som e; neither’s so thick as they 
used to be. though. 
W hy, I had a fight 
with a corker about sew n years ago. 
It was 
right over on that mountain yonder. 
I’d 
bien fishin’ down bv Duck Hock all (lay, an’ 
was e(>in’ hom e. 
The fella was grubbln’ 
under a stum p, uud I come right against him. 
He grabbed 
fur me, un’ if I hadn’t had a 
big knife handy I w ouldn’t a Item here." 
And he sm iled grimly and pulled up the 
overalls on one of his legs to the knee, show­ 
ing a sinewy 
calf seamed with the scars of 
deep scratches. 
We looked at this evidence 
o f war and asked if there were rattlesnakes 
about, 
“ One w as killed on this farm ateu t four 
years ago,” he replied, "hut they re very 
scarce; we find 'em once in a white in a 
gully I tack iii the hills, toe bbl* one in a rum­ 
mer. 
You 
needn’t be 
afraid o ’ rattlers 
though.” 
“ Can we get provisions all the w ay down ?" 
asked Sim pson, who was frying flapjacks, 
"P rovisions ? o h , yes ; anybody’ll furnish 
what you want. 
W e’re all white folks, if I 
do say it. 
T h ’ ok* man supplied more hunt­ 
ers un’ such in his day than you could count. 
He iit*v» r stint the door against anybody, 
rich or p -or, till In* was killed by the* m ilk.” 
’Tilt* w hat I " said Simpson, aghast, low ­ 
ering the cup he had lifted to his lips. 
“ The milk ; the milk train. 
You see the 
road was new then, an’ we wu’nt ust to steam 
cai*." 
Our caller stayed some tim e, bolding Id* 
long m uscular hands over the coals as it 
grew colder, ami chatting in an entertaining 
way. 
He told us the last method tor capturing 
eels and invited us to call up at the house 
in t get som e apples, and then left, stum p­ 
ing dow n the road in the darkness, shouting 
to his oxen. 
I had an uncom fortable dream 
that nigh t; a bear seemed to Im* standing 
over me, and would occasionally draw a 
cold nose across my hand or face. 
W hile 
having an impression that they would not 
touch a man lyin g motionless, I moved neither 
hand nor foot, hut lay iii a miserable night­ 
mare trance till 'Simpson shook me aw ake 
and whispered, "w hat s that ?” in a startled 
voice, ch sc to my ear. "W h a t I" I gas|>od. 
Som ething crawled over m e,” be said. 
We 
l><>tii lav still and listened. 
Som ething cold 
t niched my cheek ; small wet feet skipped 
lightly over m y face. 
Some leaves rustled ; 
Bien it was still. 
’H ark!” he said, hearing the leaves. 
"Do 
you suppose Ilia! could la* a rattler I" 
"If it

feet,” 
I muttered ; "som ething 
walked on 
roc, 
nothing craw led; it was 
probably a field mouse

lie still remained, I turned over and went to 
sleep. 
Sim pson did tile same. 
Only tin* 
woad bilify of a visit from a rattlesnake could 
keep us awake after the tiay’a exertion. 
A 
search am ong Bu* blankets tile next morning 
revealed a sm all frog. 
On Bds cruise we learned m any o f the 
finer points of canoeing. 
A stream like Hie 
Beaver KUI affords a variety of conditions 
that more placid w ateis loc a. 
lls surface, 
reflecting the bottom, shone a rich, trans­ 
parent brown, the deep and shallow stretches 
pre-cnting little variety In color. 
The general 
rub* in navigating shallow* 
streams, to keep well on the outward sweep 
of a bend, often failed us here, und many 
I inn s the chunnel followed the inner hunk, 
or wound in und out in eccentric curves that 
w ere extrem ely puzzling. 
Experienced crui-ers know how to detect 
hidden ol»truction* at a glance, hut it may 
not be out of place to say u word on this 
point to beginners. 
W here a atone lies just iieuenth the stir 
face o f a rapid stream the wuter slides over 
it with un uuruflied current, then breaker 
hock on itself, making a white boiling spot. 
This spot serves as a warning, hut as it occurs 
lose under the obstruction it i# often difficult 
to w e it from alleve. 
In d ose quarters the canoe can lie pushed 
through these whitespot* without danger,pro 
vidcd the treacherous stillness ju-t preced­ 
ing them is avoided. 
Another appearance 
presented by rapid waler is deceptive und at 
first very alarming. 
A broad stream sud­ 
denly narrows, and the water tumbled in on 
itself forms a white channel full of choppy 
waves, an angry-looking path, but seldom, 
except in case of a great volum e of water, a 
dangerous one, 
for it is decjH.*r than the 
quiet slream al love it. 
Som etim es th e roar in these narrowing* of 
tho Beaver K ill could he heurd a long dis­ 
tance und the waves gave us a thorough 
wetting. 
I carried a light hazel fishing rod besides 
m y sketch liook, and would to*# a grass 
hopper over the eddies that swirled tit the 
foot o f the rifts. 
Srfdom w ithout result in 
the shape of a chub. 
T he stream swarmed 
with these fish und they sometimes reached a 
full pouud in weight. 
The trout were more 
numerous in the tributary creeks, where the 
water was colder, hut iu this high region it 
sddom grow s very warm any where, white the 
mint. loosin g white a* hoar frost and feeling 
quite as cold, makes the grass glisten in the 
earlv m ornings, even iu A ugust. 
We ofteu 
pitched our lent in spots where winb rgreen 
and pl la c e s pine dolled the turf, making a 
balmy bed to stretch out on. 
One night we 
slept on warm sand that lay along the shore 
in ridges Uke graves. 
It felt wonderfully 
comfortable at first, hut when the rubber 
blanket was worked In till 
o d c ’s form w as 
cast like iron in a mould, it m ight as well 
have been a teal of rock. 
Som e long bridges span the stream* at the 
point where the Beaver Kill joins the Eust 
Branch, and a little village hearing the name 
of the latter nestles about the fork. 
The 
added volum e o f w ater below this point gives 
dignity to the stream that sweeps along with 
the steady m ovem ent of a liver. 
A small boy aud girl, wading in the shal­ 
lows, stared in astonishment as the canoes 
floated toward them; but the la ! recovered 
him self sufflciectlv to ask for a fide before 
we had passel I. 
By shifting our cargo for­ 
ward a sort o f a nest was made for the re­ 
ception of passengers, and the boats bobbed 
down the next rift with extra ballast. 
A pair of fat steers standing in the river 
were nearly run down by the 8ybaris nod 
floundered snorting to the shore, closely fol­ 
lowed tty the bout. 
T he young man whom 
I carried in the Shaw Shaw* had a long string 
of fish, chub and dace, most of which he 
took pains to tell me, lie had caught himself, 
gently im plying a slur on fem inine prowess. 
Both' 
children 
were 
delighted 
with 
the 
tiny 
crafts 
that 
floated 
where 
they 
could 
wade 
and 
bore 
them 
in 
safety over the deepest holes, and the dream 
of ow ning a canoe gave an additional gilding 
to that long delayed heaven referred to by 
Sim pson's passenger as " When we grow up.” 
After we left them they stood witli their 
brown legs in the water, like a pair of herons 
and watched us out of sight. 
W e learned 
that farmers living along the river had each 
summer housed and fed children from the 
City, and one could not but think how w on­ 
derful the rich valley must have looked to a 
waif from A venue A or the F ive Pointe. 
Alout,' the deep, Hill str e tc h e r ! the stream 


w e would pass an occa-iotml 
row moored 
around the shadow o f a rock or overhanging 
tree, and occupied by a fisherman. 
These 
crafts were built o f pine or hem lock bennis, 
arid som etim es o f plank tw o incites thick. 
One huge boat lyin g among some rushes bore 
the name o f Dauntless, the title covering a 
w hole side, in yellow leth rson a red ground 
It was not a good day tor fishing, our first 
on the East Branch; the sun was too hot and 
the air loo still, hut the conditions made it 
easy to inspect the ground, 
and we could 
lcau over and count the blat k bass lyin g along 
the bottom , with heads up stream ami m ak­ 
ing just enough m ovement of tin and tail to 
keep stationary against ti gentle current. 
On 
a cloudy day we saw a busket filled with us 
title a collection of these beauties us we have 
met with anywhere. 
On rounding a bend tit one point I found 
Sim pson had landed and was trying t<> calci!

lie had cornered in a hunch of

and ducked into 
the river under his very puddle. 
Baler on, 
tis we were floating close to the hank, some 
wood duck darted from under the hows o f 
the canoes and cunningly fled up the stream. 
T hey were young, aud did not rise readily, 
hut heat lite waler with tin ir wine*-.progress­ 
ing with ti noise and splash that w ould have 
done credit lo a steam tug. 
W e comped for sonic days m ar R eads 
Creek. 
A ford used by the farmers when 
the rivet* was low crossed tin*stream close by, 
and hack of us rose a thick wood fragrant 
with wild flowers. 
T he rhododendron with 
its w axy leaves and clean stems grew rinse 
around the H ut, and after tile sun went down 
and the stillm ss seemed more profound titan 
ever we could hear the splash of ti rivulet Bint 
em ptied into ti binnacle close by 
W e would 
light tire lantern and read or write letters or 
look over the day’s sketches till we grew 
drowsy from a very excess of snugness and 
com fort, and then go to sleep. 
A large ti ut 
proved a decided improvement ult the tiny 
sin lier one could button over the gunw ale of 
a boat. 
It afforded more com m odious quarters on 
rainy days and left the canoes fret* for fishing 
or snort excursions. 
T he advantages offered 
by the callot* to sportsnu mire too wa ll known 
to need further com m ent here, hut it word a< 
to its peculiar adaptability to un artist’s re 
quiremeiits may not Ik* out o f place. 
First, 
any quantity o f sketching material can be car­ 
ried 
without inconvenience, att advantage 
readily appreciated by anyone who has tramj 
cd across the country loaded like a pick 
horse, with color box, cam p stool, easel and 
umbrella. 
Again, with a stream for thoroughfare one 
passe# through the most picturesque section 
of a country. 
Every tend reveals souk thing 
of interest, and faring in the direction one 
goes each point can hi* noted. 
The forward deck s> rv< - is n d isk under 
which a sketch book lies always at hand, and 
paddle can lie readily exchanged for pencil. 
Our plan on this cruise wits to move slow ly 
d m n tfie stream until some point of s e r ia l 
interest was reached and then camp, often re­ 
maining in the same place tor dux* together. 
A river of tiny length offers great variety 
in scenery, aud lite Beaver Kill and Bast 
Branch were no exception to this rule 
T he upper w aters, with 
tlit ii- 
thickly- 
wooded hunks, gave way below to 
t>i>en 
m eadows, and highw ays winding between 
stone w alls succeeded the rough win d roads 
The old hunter'# estim ate of the < linmcter of 
his neighbors in Bhj valley proved a correct 
one, and excellent fare could be pinch : cd 
for a small sum tit alm ost atty farm house. 
Our only annoyance wa# an 
occasional 
watch dog who regarded us w ith suspicion, 
and I do not know that the animals could be 
blamed. 
A huge Newfoundland rushed at 
Sim pson one m orning as bt* was sketchingfcjf 
tin* roadside, hut a-- the artist detected am u z­ 
zle ut rapped lightly to lite d o g s im >e In* paid 
no attention to the attack aud affected not 
to know the creature wan burking at hint. 
The d( >g’s look o f perfect Im*wild, run ut h* lie 
slunk away was ludicrous. 
On visiting a strange bons;* we w ould ;ro- 
V H e ourselves with an umbrella prod, a hic k 
ory stick, pointed wit ti a chisel; but this 
was not often necessary, for most of the dogs 
nlong the Delaware were collie , and 'hou nd 
all the friendly characteristies of that breed 
A s the river neared Hancock it divided 
and wound in and out among u succession of 
small islands. 
These were 
covered 
with 
m asse#o f brilliant color, goldenrod aud a 
(lull purple red flower predominating, white 
here and there were tin* white Mi » nm* of 
boneset. 
Rich color gleamed in everything. 
On one of our rani b i * hack lo the country 
w e discovered a cedar thicket, tin* stumpy 
trees statuting so close that the lower lim bs 
hod died for want o f air and light, w hite the 
tops were clothed with dense foliage. Creep 
ing under we found the place had an atm o- 
pbcrc o f its ow n—ti kind o f cuvt-lik'* charac­ 
ter—and the ground was perfectly dry after 
hours o f raim 
It form e I a natural hom e for 
ow ls iind hats. 
I was really anxious to tacet w ith a rattle­ 
snake od Ibis cruise, if only to re curt* a set o f 
rattles as a trophy, hut 
though we Im.th 
searched every st reich of rocky ground from 
Cook's Falls to Hancock no specim en was re­ 
m in d or even sighted. 
I had one odveutore, however, that made 
me fear my wish had te en granted in a start­ 
ling manner. 
I wits walking along a highw ay, aud, feel 
ing my feet entangled in som ething, was hor­ 
rified to see a large snake w riggling In the 
dust. 
It Is needles# to say that I sprang high 
in the air, and tire serpent m ade a hasty re­ 
treat, turning a very ordinary tail as lie dis 
appeared dow n the hank toward the liver. 
He was only a water snake, and not worth 
capture, but for a brief moment inspired all 
the respect due hi* more venomous brother. 
About a week after we entered the East 
Brunch the fam iliar aspert of the hills told ti* 
we were again approaching the mouth of the 
river. 
T he Cud asia C m k was passed, und 
the blue stone quarries told of our near ap­ 
proach to the UIlion of the stream with its 
western slater. 
The canoe* carried us past 
Hancock, 
around a tend aud oui into the m istin g of 
the waters. 
A t thi* point we made our lust 
cam p and lingered for some days, hut the 
trees were already show ing autumnal tints, 
and the river sm oked in Hie early mornings. 
It was tim e lo go. 
We pocked everything 
into as small a compaa* as possible and ear 
ried the boats to the station, leaving a stuffed 
dum m y of well worn garments to startle lite 
discoverer c f our test cam ping place. 
The 
cruise had been a delightful one throughout. 
and our life on the upper waters o f the Pete 
ware, a region of green forest, rich valleys 
and sparkling streams, will long live a vivid 
picture in memory.

Ninny fisherm en are still having runs of 
good luck catching tro u t in stream s in the 
C'atskill M ountains. 
O ne feature about trout fishing in the Cats 
kill M ountuins is th at success is not abso­ 
lutely necessary to secure m any of its advan­ 
tages. 
Success, certainly, is the crow ning 
pleasure, the crow ning glory, but to the res­ 
ident of the City a run along the stream s is 
of inestim able benefit to the overw orked 
body autl m ind. 
T h e grand rugged m oun­ 
tains, w ith cloud-capped sum m its, cannot 
fail to inspire lofty sentim ents, w hile the 
m ore qu iet beauty of the stream s give geu- 
eious feelings and m ore charitable view s of 
hum anity. 
T he pure m ountain air brings 
elasticity to the step and draughts of sp ark - 
ling w ater like those taken from the fountain 
of youth, w ash aw ay im purities from the sys­ 
tem . 
Indeed, the m ind m ust he broadened 
and the whole bodv toned up and invig­ 
orated. 
.John B urroughs lias said: 
I ran sure I run no risk of over-praising the charm 
auU attractiveness of a well-fed trout stream , every 
drop of w a te rln it as bright and pure as if the 
nym phs had brought it all the way from its source 
in crystal goblets, ami as cool as if it had been 
huielied beneuth a t l.-icier. When tlio heated and 
soiled and jaded refugee from the city first sees one 
lie feels as if lie would like to turn it into his bosom 
und let it llow through hhn a few hours, it suggests 
such healing freslme.-s and newness, llow his roii- 
ly thoughts would run el' iir; how the sediment 
would go down stream . Could he ever have an im­ 
pure or au uuwoolsonie wish afterward > The next 
best thing he can do is to tram p along its banks and 
surrender himself to its iniluence. it he reads it in­ 
tently enough he will, in a measure, betaking it into 
his mind and heart, and experiencing its salutary 
m inistrations. * * * Then w hat acquaintance lie 
m akes with the stream '. He addresses himself to it 
as a lover to I is m istress; he woos it and stays with 
it till lie knows its most hidden secrets, it runs 
through his thoughts not less than through its 
liauks there; he feels the fret and thrust of every 
bar and bowlder. W here it deepens, his purpose 
deepens; w here it is shallow, lie is indifferent. 
He 
knows how to interpret its ev >ry glance and dimple; 
its beauty haunts him for days. 
Iii a form er article T h e F r e em a n described 
the S nyder Hollow or W oodland stream . 
F ollow ing the line of the U lster & D ela­ 
w are Bail road above Phoenicia there are sev­ 
eral sm all trout stream s w ith euphonious 
nam es. 
These, how ever, arc barely worth 
the attention of the angler, ow ing to the 
sm all size of the fish. 
A t Shanduken C enter 
the B ushncllville stream em ptiis into the 
E sopus. 
It starts in the W estkill N otch and 
flows through D eep Hollow Gap. 
T he hol­ 
low is noted for its partridges and its bears. 
It is especially a fertile field for hunters’ ad ­ 
ventures w ith w ild b< asts. 
Many bears have 
been killed in th at vicinity. 
T he W estkill 
N oich is a pass through a m ountain range 
ov< r 3.000 feet in height. 
The m ountains 
ire called the W estkill chain. 
To a stranger 
going u p tlie valley' it appears as though there 
w ere uo outlet until he comes w ithin a 
stiort distance of T he Notch. 
T hen it seems 
as though a slice h ad been taken out of the 
m ountain very m uch as a grocer w ould cut a 
slice ou t of a new cheese. 
There is ju st the 
w id th of the road wav and stream at the bot­ 
tom of Ibis defile. 
T he m ountains w ith their 
p recipitous sides tow er above. 
T hey are 
thickly covered w ith trees, hiding som ew hat 
their rugged aspect and present m any p ictu r­ 
esque views. 
Deep snows accum ulate in T he 
N otch in the w inter, and there is ice th ro u g h ­ 
ou t the year. 
The Bushncllville stream flows 
geutlyr through f ie hollow and is visited d u r­ 
ing the sum m er season by m any people. 
Its 
w ooded banks are free from underbrush. 
T here 
are beautiful places covered w ith 
ferns 
w here 
tents 
can 
he 
pitched 
m d trees 
w ith 
low and w ide-spicading 
branches upon w hich to fasten ham m ocks. 
It is an ideal place for picnic parties and a 
favorite resort for men and children w ho 
pass m any hours of the day strolling along 
its m ossy hanks. 
T here have been m any 
tro u t in th is stream and they are still occa­ 
sionally caught there. 
At one tim e pot fish­ 
erm en carried on a lucrative business by 
catch in g sm all fish and sending them alive to 
N ew -Y ork for the purpose of stocking ponds, 
but the law s nu t a stop to this wholesale de­ 
pletion of the stream s, and the day is not far 
distant when it will be one of the finest trout 
stream s in th at section of the Catskills. 


A T lt i r IN D E L A W A R E CO. 
[Edw ard L. Chichester in Outing for June.] 
J u st at the fo lk s w here the East and W est 
branches of the D elaw are Biver join stands 
the village of H ancock. 
In the days when 
the stream s w ere alive w ith rafts tHe lum ber­ 
m en crow ded the hotels and shouted and sang 
in the streets; and there are vestiges of this 
period rem aining even now, though the red­ 
nosed gcntlcm e i w ho spend their tim e upon 
the verandas of the neglected taverns m ight 
resent th e title. 
Still, high w ater carries con­ 
siderable tim ber tow ard the Eastern cities, 
and brings a few days of old-time im portance 
to this som ew hat grim y little village am ong 
tlie hills. 
D u rin g the last few years blue stone has 
been extensively quarr.ed in the vicinity, and 
an occasional scar on an otherwise thickly- 
grow n hillside reveals the progress and in ­ 
creasing im portance of this industry. 
A couple of m iles from the post office, the 
C adosia C reek, a clear, cold stream fam ous 
for its trout, comes w inding through the 
w oods and farm lands and empties into the 
Eavt B ranch. 
A sm all village some miles up 
this creek bears its nam e, corrupted by the 
in habitants to Cado&h. 
W hen Sim pson and I bad reached H ancock 
bv w ay of the W est B ranch we again sought 
h igh er country and shipped our canoes for 
C ook’s Falls, or B utternut Grove, us it is also 
called, a sm all village on th at fresh and rapid 
stream so w ell know n to sportsm en, the 
B eaver K ill. 
It cu ts through a wild country, sometimes 
narrow ing to quite a gorge, where its w ateis 
crow d the m ountain sides, and again spread­ 
ing itself in a bit of sunny valley, but never 
quieting into lo rg , placid stretches. 
A ny­ 
one w ho lias followed this stream w ill hear 
its roar ringing i:i his car whenever he recalls 
the experience. 
T h ere was some question in our m inds 
w h eth er this xvatrr would prove navigable 
for the canoc°, 
They drpw little to lie sure, 
but even the Shaw Shaw, which liad no keel, 
could not float quite like an autum n leaf, and 
Sim pson shook his 
head as we caught 
glim pses from the cur window's of the w hite 
w ater surging am ong the black rocks down 
below . 
A n individual w hom we alw ays re 
ferred to as “ chu m p ” had advised us not to 
try the stream . 
H e had called at our cam p w hile we were 
at the W est B ranch, and had expatiated at 
g reat length on its peculiarities, dw elling 
w ith force on the fact th at hear and w ildcat 
tilled the woods on all sides and th at rattlers 
w ere tlu ck as blackberries, m aking it risky 


t o sleep on the ground. 
“ T hem boats go down the Beaver K ill? 
M ebbe so; m ost everything that gets in th e r-’s 
boun’ to go dow n 1” and he laughed heartily. 
W e m ight have been discouraged by this 
p ictu re had we not learned lgter th at the 
youth had uever seen the Beaver Kill. 
O ur first dav on the stream will never he 
forgotten. 
T h e w ater was fairly high, as 
there had been recent rains, and scarcely a 
m om ent was perm itted us in w hich to huoch 
forw ard w ith elbows on knees and contem ­ 
plate the panoram a unfolding before us as 
we floated dow n. 
T his had been a iavonte 
occupation along the quiet stretches of the 
W est B ranch, hut here we were either in the 
m idst of a roaring rift, throw ing our w hole 
w eight on the paddle and tw isting the boats 
rapidly around the rocks, or standing up, 
scanning some w hite fine a few rods ahead 
to choose the safest opening through w hich 
to pass—a choice that always had to be m ade 
w ith great prom ptness. This need for w atch­ 
fulness, keeping one constantly on the alert, 
and the necessity for prom pt action give to 
canoeing it* peculiar 
zest. 
A noticeable 
feature of the region w atered by the Beaver 
K ill is the ancient appearance of m any of the 
houses scattered through the village. 


F o r so w ild a country this strikes one as 
sin gu lar, b ut w e learned that the spots of 
fertile low lan d w ere early settled, and m any 
o f the oldest houses w ere built on the sites of 
still 
o S e r 
T hese w ere 
w eather-stained 
b uild in gs, w ith broad verandas shaded by 
clim b in g vin es and baying big, 
breezy 


kitchens w ith shining row s of m ilk pans by 
the door. 
U sually the w ater brought from a spring 
in the hills bubbled near at hand and a tin 
cup hung ready for use. 
T he hills here, as 
at B ock R ift, are being gradually cleared of 
hardw ood, for acid factories and stum p lots, 
covered w ith blackberry and second-grow th 
oak. hickory and sassafras, are com m on. 
In some parts these clearings afford a 
feeding grouud for hear, w ho gru b up ttiu 
roots and feast on berries in their season, 
and the deer still linger in sections, though, 
as our course led us thro u g h the natural 
thoroughfare of the region, we started no 
large gam e. 
One evening a tall, sun burned man looked 
in at the cam p. 
lie was driving a yoke of oxen along a 
highw ay skirting the river and, attracted by 
the tent, turned aside lo r a call. 
“ E venin’, 
gentlem en,” w as his cordial 
greeting ; “ h u n tin ’ or fishin’ ?” 
“ N either,” I replied, reaching fo ra sketch 
book and scanning his face in the rapidly 
fading light. 
“ W e’re cruising through here 
ju st to see the country. 
Sit d o w n .” 
He 
nodded and sat dow n on a stone. 
“ I've 
lived over here,” he rem arked, 
pointing tow ard the next clearing, 
“ fu r 
forty year, au ’ the ole nitin was here forty 
year before m e.” 
“ Y ou m ust have seen some gam e in th at 
tim e,” I suggested. 
“ G am e? vval, I should say ! I w ouldn’t 
dast to tell you fellas how m any deers I ’ve 
killed ou this very farm .” 
“ A nd bear ; do you have any bear ?” 
“ Y'es. som e; neither’» so thick as they 
used to be, though. 
W hy, I had a fight 
w ith a corker about seven years ago. 
It was 
right over on th at m ountain yonder. 
I ’d 
been tisliiu’ dow n by D uck Bock all day, a n ’ 
was goiu’ hom e. 
T he fella was g ru b b in ’ 
under a stum p, and I com e rig h t against him . 
H e grabbed fu r m e, an ’ if I hadn’t had a 
big knife handy I w ouldn’t a been here.” 
A nd he sm iled grim ly and pulled up the 
overalls on one of his legs to the knee, show ­ 
ing a sinew y calf seam ed w ith the scars of 
deep scratches. 
W e looked at this evidence 
of w ar and asked if there w ere rattlesnakes 
about. 
“ One w as killed on this farm about four 
years ago,” he replied, “ but they're very 
scarce; we find ’em once in a w hile in a 
gully back in the hills, m ebbe one in a sum ­ 
m er. 
Y ou 
needn’t be 
afraid o’ rattlers 
th o u g h .” 
“ Can we get provisions all the way dow n ?” 
asked Sim pson, w ho w as frying flapjacks. 
‘Provisions ? Oh, yes ; anybody’ll furnish 
w hat you w ant. 
W e’re all w hile folks, if I 
do say it. 
T h ’ ole m an supplied more h u n t­ 
ers an ’ such in his day than you could count. 
He never shut the door against anybody, 
icli or poor, till he was killed by the m ilk .” 
" T h e w h at ?” said Sim pson, aghast, low ­ 
ering the cup he had lifted to his lips. 
“ T h e m ilk ; the m ilk train. 
You see the 
road w as new then, an ’ we w a’nt ust to steam 
!11S.” 
O ur calier stayed some tim e, holding his 
long m uscular hands over the coals as it 
rew colder, and chatting in an entertaining 
w ay. 
lie told us the best m ethod ior capturing 
Is and invited us to call up at the house 
in 1 get some apples, and then left, stu m p ­ 
ing dow n the road in the darkness, shouting 
to his oxen. 
I had an uncom fortable dream 
th at n ig h t; a bear seemed to be standing 
over me, and w ould occasionally draw a 
cold nose across m y hand or face. 
W hile 
having an im pression th at they w ould not 
touch a m an lying m otionless, 1 m oved neither 
hand nor foot, but lay in a m iserable n ig h t­ 
m are trance till Sim pson shook m e aw ake 
and w hispered, "w h at's that ?” in a startled 
oioe, close to m y ear. “ W h-a-t ?” I gasped. 
‘Som ething craw led over m e,” he said. 
W e 
both lav still and listened. 
Som ething cold 
uc hed m y cheek ; sm all w et feet skipped 
ightly over m y face. 
Some leaves rustled ; 
then it was still. 
“ H ark !” he said, hearing the leaves. 
“ Do 
ou suppose that could be a rattler ?” 
“ If it 
is it lias 
feet,” 1 m uttered ; “ som ething 
w alked on m e, 
nothing craw led ; it was 
probably a field m ouse ;” and throw ing m y 
arm s about to frighten off the intruder, if 
he still rem ained, I turned over and w ent to 
leep. 
Sim pson did the sam e. 
O nly the 
possibility of a visit from a rattlesnake could 
keep us aw ake after the day ’s exertion. 
A 
searc h am ong the b'ankets the next m orning 
revealed a sm all frog. 
On this cruise wo learned m any of the 
finer points of canoeing. 
A stream like the 
Beaver K ill affords a variety of conditions 
th at more placid w aters lack. 
Its surface, 
reflecting the bottom , shone a rich, tran s­ 
parent brow n, the deep and shallow stretches 
presenting little variety in color. 
T he general ru 'e in navigating shallow 
stream s, to keep well on the outw ard sweep 
of a bend, often failed us here, and m any 
imes the channel followed the inner bank, 
or w ound in and out in eccentric curves that 
were extrem ely puzzling. 
E xperienced cruisers know how to detect 
hidden obstructions at a glance, bu t it m ay 
not be out of place to say a word on this 
point to beginners. 
W here a stout* lies ju st beneath the su r­ 
face of a rapid stream the w ater slides over 
it w ith an unruffled current, then breakes 
back on itself, m aking a w hite boiling spot. 
T his spot serves as a w arning, but as it occurs 
lose under the obstruction it is often difficult 
to sec it from above. 
In close quarters the canoe can be pushed 
through these w hite spots w ith o u td an g er,p ro ­ 
vided the treacherous stillness ju st preced­ 
ing them is avoided. 
A nother appearance 
presented by rapid w ater is deceptive and at 
first very alarm ing. 
A broad stream su d ­ 
denly narrow s, and the w ater tum bled in on 
itself form s a w hite channel full of choppy 
waves, an an g ry -lo o k in g path, but seldom , 
except in case of a great volum e of w ater, a 
dangerous one, for it is deeper than the 
quiet stream above it. 
Som etim es the roar in these narrow ings of 
the Beaver K ill could be heard a long dis­ 
tance and the w aves gave us a thorough 
w etting. 
I carried a light hazel fishing rod besides 
m y sketcli hook, and w ould toss a grass­ 
hopper over the eddies th at sw irled at the 
foot of the rifts. 
Seldom w ithout result in 
the shape of a cliuh. 
T h e stream sw arm ed 
w ith these fish and they som etim es reached a 
full pound in w eight. 
T he trout w ere m ore 
num erous in the trib u tary creeks, w here the 
w ater was colder, b u t in this high region it 
seldom grow s very w arm anyw here, w hile the 
m ist, looking w hite as h o a rfro st and feeling 
quite as cold, m akes the grass glisten in the 
early m ornings, even iu A ugust. 
W e often 
pitched our tent in spots w here w intergreen 
and prince s pine doited the turf, m aking a 
balm y bed to stretch out on. 
One night we 
slept on w arm sand th at lay along the shore 
in ridges like graves. 
It felt w ouderfully 
com fortable at first, bu t w hen the rubber 
blanket was w orked in till one’s form was 
cast like iron iu a m ould, it m igtit as well 
have been a bed of rock. 
Some long bridges span the stream s at the 
point w here the Beaver Kill joins the E ast 
B ranch, and a little village bearing the nam e 
of the latter nestles about the fork. 
T he 
added volum e of w ater below this point gives 
dignity to the stream th at sweeps along w ith 
the steady m ovem ent of a liver. 
A sm all boy and girl, w ading in the shal­ 
lows, stared in astonishm ent as the canoes 
floated tow ard them ; but the lad repovered 
him self sufflcicctlv to ask for a ride before 
we had passed. 
Hy shifting our cargo fo r­ 
w ard a sort of a nest was m ade for the re­ 
ception of passengers, and the boats bobbed 
dow n the next rift w ith extra ballast. 
A pair of fat steers standing in the river 
w ere nearly run dow n by the Sybaris and 
floundered snorting to the shore, closely fol­ 
low ed by the boat. 
T he young m an w hom 
1 carried in the Shaw Shaw had a long string 
of fish, chub and dace, m ost of w hich he 
took pains to tell me, he had caught him self, 
gently im plying a slur on fem inine prowess. 
B oth 
children 
w ere 
delighted 
w ith 
the 
tiny 
crafts 
th a t 
floated 
w here 
they 
could 
wade 
and 
bore 
them 
in 
safety over the deepest holes, and the dream 
of ow ning a canoe gave an additional gilding 
to th at long delayed heaven referred to by 
Sim pson’s passenger as “ W hen we grow u p .” 
A fter we left them they stood w ith th eir 
brow n legs in the w ater, like a pair of herons 
and w atched us ou t of sight. 
W e learned 
that farm ers living along the river had each 
sum m er housed and fed children from the 
C ity, and one could not but think how w on- 
derful the rich valley m ust have looked to a 
w aif from A venue A or the Five Points. 
Along the deep, still stretches of the stream 


w e w ould pass an occariunul ccow m rored 
around the shadow of a rock or overhanging 
tree, and occupied l>v a fisherm an. 
These 
crafts were built o f pine or hem lock boaids, 
and som etim es o f plank tw o inches thick. 
O ne huge boat lying am ong some rushes bore 
the nam e of D auntless, the title covering a 
w hole side, in yellow letters on a red ground 
It was not a good day fur fishing, our first 
on the East B ranch; the .sun was too hot and 
the air loo still, b u t the conditions m ade it 
asy to inspect the ground, and we could 
leau over and count the black bass lying along 
th e bottom , w ith beads up stream and malt- 
ng ju st enough m ovem ent of tin and tail to 
keep stationary against a gentle current. 
( )n 
i cloudy day we saw a basket filled w ith as 
tine a collection of these beauties us we have 
m et w ith anyw here. 
On rounding a bend at one point I found 
Sim pson bad landed and was trying to catch 
i m ink he had cornered iu a bunch of 
sm art 
w eed, 
b u t 
the 
gam e 
was 
too 
quick 
for 
him 
and ducked into 
the river under his very paddle. 
Later on, 
is w e w ere floating close to the hank, some 
w ood duck darted from under the bows of 
th e canoes and cunningly fled up the stream . 
They wei;c young, and did not rise readily, 
b u t beat the w ater w ith th eir w ings.progress- 
ng w ith a noise and splash that would have 
done credit lo a steam tug. 
W e cam ped fo r some days m a r R ead's 
C reek. 
A lo rd used by the farm ers w hen 
the river was low crossed the stream close by, 
m d back of us rose a thick wood fragrant 
w ith w ild flowers. 
T h e rhododendron w ith 
its w axy leaves and clean stem s grew close 
around the tent, and after the sun went dow n 
ancl the stillness seemed more profound than 
ever w e could hear the splash of a rivulet that 
m pticd into a binnacle close by. 
W e w ould 
light the lantern and read o r w rite letters or 
look over the day ’s sketches till we grew 
row sy from a very excess of suugness and 
com fort, and then go to sleep. 
A large tent 
roved a decided im provem ent on lire tiny 
shelter one could buttou over the gunw ale of 
a boat. 
It afforded m ore com m odious quarters on 
ainy days and left the canoes free for fishing 
o r sh o rt excursions. 
T h e advantages offered 
by the canoe to sportsm en are too well know n 
to need fu rth er com m ent here, but a w ord as 
to its peculiar adaptability to an artist’s re ­ 
quirem ents m ay not be ou t of place. 
F irst, 
any q u an tity of sketching m aterial can be car­ 
ried 
w ithout inconvenience, an advantage 
readily appreciated by anyone who has traraj;- 
1 across the country loaded like a pack 
horse, w ith color box, cam p stool, easel and 
um brella. 
A gain, w ith a stream for thoroughfare one 
. asses through the most picturesque section 
of a country. 
E very bend reveals som ething 
of interest, and facing in the direction one 
goes each point can be uoted. 
T h e forw ard deck serves as a d e s k under 
w hich a sketch book lies alw ays at hand, and 
addle can lie readily exchanged for pencil. 
O ur plan on this cruise was to move slow ly 
dow n the stream until some point of special 
interest was reached and theu cam p, often re­ 
m aining in the same place for (lays together. 
A river of any length offers great variety 
in scenery, and the Beaver Kill and East 
Branch w ere no exception to this rule. 
T he upper w aters, w ith 
their 
thickly- 
w ooded banks, gave w ay below to 
open 
m eadows, and highw ays w inding between 
stone w alls succeeded the rough wood roads. 
The old h u n ter’s estim ate of the character of 
his neighbors in the valley proved a correct 
one, and excellent fare could be purchased 
for a sm all sum at alm ost any farm house. 
O ur only annoyance was an 
occasional 
w atch dog w ho regarded us w ith suspicion, 
and 1 do not know that the anim als could tie 
blam ed. 
A huge N ew foundland rushed at 
Sim pson one m orning as he was sketching by 
the roadside, but as the artist detected a m uz­ 
zle strapped tightly to the dog’s nose he paid 
no attention to Ilie attack and affected not 
to know the creature w as harking at him . 
The dog’s look of perfect bew ilderm ent as he 
slunk aw ay was ludicrous. 
O n visiting a strange house we w ould pro­ 
vide ourselves w ith nil um brella prod, a h ick ­ 
ory slick, pointed w ith a chisel; but this 
was not often necessary, for most of the dogs 
along the D elaw are w ere collies, and show ed 
all the friendly characteristics of that breed. 
As the river neared H ancock it divided 
und w ound in and out am ong a succession of 
sm all islands. 
These w ere 
covered 
w ith 
masses of brilliant color, golden rod and a 
dull purple-red flower predom inating, w hile 
here and there w ere the w hite blossoms of 
boneset. 
Rich color gleam ed in everything. 
On one of our ram bles back in the country 
we discovered a cedar thicket, the stum py' 
trees standing so close th at the lower lim bs 
Had died for w ant of air and light, w hile the 
tops w ere clothed w ith dense foliage. C reep­ 
ing under we found the place had an atm os­ 
phere of its ow n—a kind o f cave-like charac­ 
ter—and the ground was perfectly dry after 
hours of rain! 
It form ed a natural hom e for 
ow ls and bats. 
I was really anxious to m eet with a ra ttle ­ 
snake on this cruise, if only to secure a set of 
rattles as a trophy, hut though we both 
searched every stretch of rocky ground from 
C ook’s Falls to H ancock no specim en was se- 
cu rtd or even sighted. 
I had oue adventure, how ever, th at m ade 
me fear m y wish had been granted in a sta rt­ 
ling m anner. 
1 was w alking along a highw ay, and, feel­ 
ing m y feet entangled itt som ething, was h o r­ 
rified to see a large snake w riggling in the 
dust. 
It is needless to say th at 1 sprang high 
in the air, and the serpent m ade a hasty re­ 
treat, turning a very ordinary tail as he d is­ 
appeared dow n the "bank tow ard the river. 
He was only a w ater snake, and not w orth 
capture, bu t for a b rief m om ent inspired all 
the respect due his m ore venom ous brother. 
A bout a w eek after we entered the East 
B ranch the fam iliar aspect of the hills told us 
we w ere again approaching the m outh of the 
river. 
T he Cadosia C reek was passed, and 
the blue-stone quarries told of our near a p ­ 
proach to the union of the stream w ith its 
w estern sister. 
T h e canoes carried us past 
H ancock, 
around a bend and om into the m eeting of 
the w aters. 
A t this poiut we m ade our last 
cam p and lingered for some days, bu t the 
trees w ere already show ing autum nal tints, 
and the river sm oked in the early m ornings. 
It was tim e lo go. 
\Vc packed everything 
into as sm all a com pass as possible and c ar­ 
ried the bouts to the station, leaving a stuffed 
dum m y of w ell-w orn garm ents to startle the 
discoverer of our last cam ping place. 
T ’ne 
cruise had been a delightful one throughout, 
and our life on the upper w aters of the D ela­ 
w are, a region of green forest, rich valleys 
and sparkling stream s, w ill long live a vivid 
picture iu m em ory.

Th e Board of Altns Commissioners met at 
th e City Hall last nigh t. 
Th ere were present 
E. M. Brigh am , wh o presided, W. L. Tiet- 
jen, Jam es L. VnuDeusen, David Mulh ol- 
land, H enry lvoltz, Ch arles VanW oert, W ill­ 
iam A. T urner and G. L. W acbtncyer. W ill­ 
iam B. Scott, Superintendent of th e Alms 
House, was Secretary. 
Bills to th e am ount of $1,556 were read, 
and w arrants were ordered issued. 
Mr. Tietjcn, Ch airm an of th e Committee on 
Supplies, presented th e Superintendent’s re­ 
quisitions for June. 
T h e Committee was 
given pow er to purch ase needed supplies. 
A Committee representing th e Evangelical 
Alliance, consisting of th e Rev. J. G. Van- 
Slyke, D. D., th e Iiev. W . A Sh aw, Colonel 
W estbrook, F. J . Ch eney and Reuben Ber­ 
nard, was present, " to urge th e enforcement 
of th e law against all unlicensed sellers of 
spirituous or m alt liquors.” 
Dr. VanSlyke 
read th e following: 
Whkreas , Th e Evangelical Alliance of th is City 
embodies in large measure th e confederated Ch ris­ 
tian sentiment and moral earnestness of th at large 
number of our population wh o seen th e moral wel­ 
fare of th is community; and 
Whereas , T h is fact confers on us a righ t to em- 
braoe all lawful measures wh ich may tend to pro­ 
mote th is end; and 
Whereas , 'th e Board of Excise, with a courage 
wh ich commands our respect, h is resolved to make 
th e granting of license correspond with tbe limits of 
th e law and action wh ich may be occasion for th e 
illegal selling of liquor, th erefore. 
Reso lved , Th at we petition your h onorable body 
to proceed against all such persons as sh all be found 
engaged in rending liquors with out licet se and to de 
maini with out relenting, th e enforcement of all such 
penalties as our courts sh all justify. 
Reso lved , Th at we pledge to you in all such ac­ 
tion wh atever proper practical co-operation we can 
contribute, as well as an unrelaxing moral support. 
Dr. V anSlyke furth er said: " I appear be­ 
fore you, gentlem en, as th e President of th e 
Evangelical Alliance. 
It may be advisable 
for me to state th at th at th e Alliance is a con­ 
federation of ch urch es united iu one body to 
do Ch ristian w ork and look lo th e welfare 
and m orals of th e com m unity. 
In view of 
th is fact we appear before you in relation to 
th e license question. 
W e urge upon your 
h onorable bodv tbe im portance of a similar 
action as th at taken by th e Board of Excise. 
We ask th at all saloon-keepers selling w ith ­ 
out license be prosecuted. 
Iu regard to th e 
necessity for such action it is not necessary 
for me to speak. 
Follow up th e Excise 
Board’s action by h earty co-operation. 
It is 
said th ere arc m any saloot.g h ere at present 
selling w ith out license. 
T h ey are tne source 
of th e greatest grief and pain. 
Th ey are 
doing much to corrupt young men. 
1 under­ 
stand also th at th ere are 13 h ouses of ili- 
fame in th is City. 
W h at is to be done to get 
rid of th em ? 1 h ave spoken to an attorney 
about th e m atter and h e told me th at it would 
be difficult to secure evidence against th em ,but 
th at th ere was onew ay to reach th em. Nearly 
every one of th em sells liquor. 
Prosecute 
th em for th is breach of th e law. 
Th e Board 
of Excise is creating for you a new sph ere of 
duty. 
1 do not wish to im ply th at you h ave 
been indifferent or neglectful. 
Be firm.” 
Reuben Bernard followed. 
He said: “ I 
understand th at it h as been said th at th e re­ 
duced num ber of licenses will bring to tlie 
front a large num ber of people wh o will sell 
with out a license in open defiance of th e law. 
Th ose wh o pay for licenstg sh ould be pro­ 
tected in all fairness and ju.-tiee. 
Th e little 
corner grotrgeries and dens are doing a vast 
am ount of injury to boys. 
Men wh o keep 
respectable places will not sell to boys, and 
th ey go to th ese dens. 
E xercise your power 
and stop th is wh olesale selliug with out a li ­ 
cense. 
¡Several years ago I was attorney for 
th e Board of ¿Vitus Commissioners, and I 
know h ow h ard it is to get evidence to con­ 
vict. 
Notwi h sianding all th ese difficulties 
it is th e B oard’s duty to make an effort 
to put a stop to th e illegal practice. 
It may 
h e necessary to expend m oucy to do th is 
work, but for every $10 th us expended it 
will be doubly saved on paupers. 
I ask th is 
in th e interest of tax-payers and h um anity.” 
F. J. Ch eney was th e next speaker. 
He 
said: " I am interested in th e morals of th is 
City. 
My occupation in life brings me in 
contact with young men. 
It is a cold fact 
th at t h ere are sons of icspectablc people h ere 
to-day going into unlicensed places—calling 
not for beer but for som eth ing stronger. 
It 
is a blot upou th e fair nam e of our City. 
In 
beh alf of young men I m ake th is appeal. 
I 
am Dieased w ith th e determ ined stand th e E x­ 
cise Board h as taken. 
I am also very m uch 
pleased th at th e ¿Vims Commissioners evince 
interest in th e m atter. 
Tlie ch urch people 
are with you on th is question and will give 
you support in th e work. 
Th ere are many 
places 
wh ere 
liquor 
is 
sold 
on 
Sundays. 
T h is. 
I 
presume, 
is 
no news to th e Board. 
I believe th ere are 
saloon-keepers wh o h ave license and wh o are 
trying to do wh at th e law requires th em to 
do. 
By all m eans close th e unlicensed places 
and places th at violate th e law by selling on 
Sundays.” 
Th e Rev. Mr. Sh aw voiced th e sentiments 
of th ose wh o preceded h im . 
He said: 
"Sa­ 
loons are th e fostering places of degradation. 
W e m ust guard th e public welfare against 
th is great evil. 
W h en Oklah om a was opened 
th ere was no bloodsh ed. 
W h y ? Because 
th e introduction of liquor was not allowed 
across th e border. 
Th is was no Proh ibition 
movement. 
T h e officers of th e law knew 
wh at th e result would be if liquor was al­ 
lowed in Oklah om a at th e time. 
We must 
take an interest iu th is m atter. 
Th e saloons 
affect th e ch urch es aud all good precepts. 
Let th e Board h elp suppress th is vice and 
h elp elevate tlie moral tone of th e City.” 
Th e President of th e Board told th e Com­ 
mittee th at for th e past few years th e Board 
Had made extraordinary effort to bring viola­ 
tors of th e law to justice. 
"T w o years ago 
suits were brough t against 20 saloon-keepers 
and th e Board recovered judgments. 
As 
mnnv of th e offenders were too poor to pay 
th e judgm ent th e cases were settled by th em 
paying th e costs and taking out license. 
In 
one or two instances th e guilty parties were 
put iu jail. 
It is very difficult to procure 
evidence th at will convict. 
Tlie laws of th e 
¡State are so peculiar th at it is necessary to 
h ave detectives to gath er such evidence. 
I 
*ra satisfied tlie Sunday law is beiDg broken 
but at th e same time h ave no positive evi 
dence th at such is th e fact. 
It is h ard for 
th e Board to determ ine just w h at course to 
pursue iu th e m atter. 
It is easy for people to 
say h ave th e saloon-keepers arrested, but we 
h ave got to h ave th e evidence th at th ey h ave 
violated th e law before th ere can be a con­ 
viction. ' 
Colonel W estbrook said th at alth ough th e 
spy system was not favored in th is country, 
h e believed inspectors sh ould be employed by 
th e Board, and, if necessary, employ detec­ 
tives. and th at wh en evidence is procured it 
sh ould h e subm itted to th e G rand Jury. 
Dr. VanBlvbe said th at inasmuch as th e 
Excise Board h ad cut down th e number of 
h otels, th at it was to be e xa c te d th at viola 
tions of th e law would become more flagrant 
and conspicuous, and for th at reason th e Al­ 
liance h ad decided to forewarn th e Alms Com 
missioners. 
Commissioner T urner said th at in order to 
procure evidence a man m ust drink liquor in 
a saloon, and tell w h at kind of liquor it was 
th at h e drank. 
It m ust be positive evidence. 
He said th at on any person giving evidence 
th at a saloon is selling w ith out a license or is 
selling ou Sundays th e Board will prosecute. 
E. M. Brigh am believed th at it would be th e 
more effective way of disposing of such cases 
to bring th em before th e Grand Jury. 
Professor Ch eney said people h ad been de- 
relect in th eir duty in th is m atter. 
“ Th is 
curse of drinking does not stop with th e male 
sex or lower classes, por any one color. 
If 
th ere is a remedy to stop th e evil I believe it 
can be got and put in force.” 
Th e President of th e B oard said: " We 
will make every effort to suppress tbe evil.” 
Th e Alm s Commissioners th en went into 
executive session.

BEFORE ALMS COMM ISSIONERS*

The Board of Alms Commissioners met at 
Hic City Hall last night. 
There were present 
E. M. Brigham, who presided, W. L. Tiet- 
jen, James L. VauDeusen, David Mulliol- 
latid, Henry Koltz, Charles VanWoert, Will­ 
iam A. Turner aud G. L. Wachmcyer. Will­ 
iam B. Scott, Superintendent of the Alms 
House, was Secretary. 
Bills to the amount of $ 1,550 were read, 
and warrants were ordered issued. 
Mr. Tie!jct), Chairman of the Committeeon 
Supplies, presented the Superintendent’s re­ 
quisitions for June. 
The Committee was 
given power to purchase needed supplies. 
A Committee representing the Evangelical 
Alliance, consisting of the Rev. J. G. Van- 
Slykc, I). D., the Rev. W. A Shaw, Colonel 
Westbrook, F. J. Cheney and Reuben Ber­ 
nard, was present. “ to urge the enforcement 
of the law against all unlicensed sellers of 
spirituous or malt liquors.” Dr. VanSlyke 
read the following: 
Whfreak, The Evangelical Alliance of this City 
cm bodies in large measure the confederated Cbrrn- 
tiu'i sentiment mid moral earnestness of that large 
number of our population w ho seen the moral wel­ 
fare of this community; and 
W bkukas, I b is fac t co n fers on us a rig h t to e m ­ 
brace .*11 law fu l m ea su res w hich lu cy ten d to pro­ 
mote th is e n d ; and 
WiixRius, 'lh** Board of Excise, with a courage 
which commands our respect, h is resolved to make 
th'* granting of license correspond with the limits of 
the law and action which may bo occasion for tho 
illegal selling of liquor, therefore. 
Resolved, That ive petition your honorable body 
to proceed against all such persons as shall be found 
engaged in rending liquors without licet se and to de­ 
mand without relenting, the enforcement of all such 
penalties as our courts shall justify. 
Resolved, That we p led g e to y o u iu all such ac­ 
tion whatever proper p rac tic a l c o o p e ra tio n we can 
c o n trib u te , as well as a n unrelaxing m o ra l su p p o rt. 
Dr. YnuSlyke further said: “ I ap pear be­ 
fore you, gentlemen, as the President of the 
Evangelical Alliance. 
It may be advisable 
for me lo state that that the Alliance is a con­ 
federation of churches united iu one body to 
do Christian work and look to the welfare 
aud morals of the community. 
In view of 
tills fact we appear before you in relation to 
tile license question. 
We urge upon your 
honorable body Hie importance of a similar 
action as that taken by the Board of Excise. 
We ask that all saloon keepers selling with­ 
out license he prosecuted. 
In regard to Hie 
necessity for such uction it is uot necessary 
for mc to apeak. 
Follow up the Excise 
Bonrd’n action by hearty co-operation. 
It is 
said Blere are many galoot a here at present 
s -Ming w ithout license. 
They are Hic source 
of the greatest grief and pain. 
They are 
doing much to corrupt young men. 
I under­ 
stand nl'O that there ure 13 houses of ill- 
fame in this ('tty. 
What is to be done to get 
rid of them ? I have spoken to an attorney 
oil.>iit Hic mutter a u l lie told me that it would 
lie difficult to secure evidence against them,but 
that there was one way to reach them. Nearly 
every one of them sells liquor. 
Prosecute 
them for this breach of the law. 
The Board 
of Excise is (Te lling for you a new sphere of 
duty. 
I tl<> not wish to imply that you have 
been indifferent or neglectful. 
Mc finn.” 
Reubeu Bernard followed. 
He said: “ I 
und* M aud thut it has been suid that the re­ 
duced number of licenses will bring to Hie 
front a large number of people who will sell 
without a license in open defiance of Hie luw. 
Those w ile pay for lieens* a should be pro­ 
tected in all fairness and ju-ticr. 
The little 
ct,mer groggeries and deus are doing a vast 
amount of injury to boys. 
Men who keep 
retqiectablc places will not sell to boys, and 
thcv go to these dens. 
Exercise your power 
and stop this wholesale selling without a li­ 
cense. 
Several ) ears ago I wits attorney for 
the Board of Alms Commissioners, und I 
know how hard it is to gi t evidence lo con­ 
vict. 
Notwi lmandiug all these difficulties 
it is the Board's duty to make an effort 
to put u stop to the illegal practice. 
It may 
be necessary to expend mouey to do this 
work, but for every $10 thus expended it 
w ill lie doubly saved on paupers. 
I ask this 
in the interest of tax payers and humanity.” 
F. J. Cheney was the next speaker. 
He 
said: “ I tun interested in the morals of this 
City. 
My occupation in life brings me in 
contact with youug men. 
It is a cold fact 
that there ur<* sons of respectable people bere 
to day going into unlicensed places—calling 
not for beer but for something stronger. 
It 
is a blot u|>ou tile fair name of our City. 
In 
behalf of young men I make this appeal. 
I 
am pleased with tile determined stand the Ex­ 
cise Bourd has taken. 
I am also very much 
pleased that the A lm s Commissioners evince 
interest in the matter. 
The church people 
arc with you on this question and will give 
you su p p o rt in the work. 
There are muuy 
places 
where 
liquor 
is 
sold 
on 
Sundays. 
This. 
I 
presume, 
is 
no news to the Board. 
I believe there are 
saloon-keepers w ho have license and who are 
trying lo do what the law requires them to 
do. 
By nil tnt ans close the unlicensed places 
and places that violate the law by Seiling on 
Sundays.” 
The Rev. Mr. Shaw voiced Hie sentiments 
of those who preceded him. 
He said: 
“ Su 
loons are the fostering places of degradation 
We must guard the public welfare against 
this great evil. 
When Oklahoma was opened 
there was no bloodshed. 
W hy ? Because 
the introduction of liquor was not allowed 
across the border. 
This was no Prohibition 
movement. 
Th" officers of the law knew 
what the result would lie if liquor was al­ 
lowed in Oklahoma at the time. 
We must 
take an interest in this matter. 
The hideous 
affect the churches aud all good precepts 
Let the Bourd help suppress this vice and 
help elevate the moral tone of the City.” 
The President of the Board told the Com 
mittee that for the past few years the Board 
Had made extraordinary effort to bring viola­ 
tors of the luw to justice. 
“ Two years ago 
suits were brought against 20 saloon-keepers 
and the Board recovered judgments. 
As 
rn a nv of tile offenders were too poor to pay 
the judgment the cases were settled by them 
paying the costs and taking out license. 
In 
ouc or two instances the guilty parties were 
put in jail. 
It is very difficult to procure 
evidence that will convict. 
The laws of the 
Blate arc so peculiar that it is necissury to 
have detectives to gather such evidence. 
I 
ain satisfied the Munday law is being broken, 
but at the same time have no positive evi 
deuce that such is the fact. 
It is hard for 
the Board to determine just what course to 
pursue iu the matter, 
ll is easy for people to 
say have the saloon-keepers arrested, but we 
have got lo have the evidence tiiat they have 
violated the law before there eau be a con­ 
viction.” 
Colonel Westbrook said that although tile 
spy system was not favored iii this country, 
he believed inspectors should be employed by 
the Board, and, if necessary, employ detec­ 
tives. and that when evidence is procured it 
should lie submitted to the Grand Jury. 
Dr. VanBlvke said that inasmuch as the 
Excise Board had cut down the number of 
hotels, that it was to lie expected that viola­ 
tions of the law would become more flagrant 
and conspicuous, und for that reason the Al­ 
liance had decided to forewarn the AlmsCom- 
missioners. 
Commissioner Turner said that in order to 
procure evidence a man must drink liquor in 
a saloon, and tell what kind of liquor it was 
that he drank. 
It must lie positive evidence. 
He said that on any person giving evidence 
that a saloon is selling without a license or is 
selling ou Sundays the Board will prosecute. 
E. M. Brigham believed that it would be the 
more effective way of disposing of such esses 
to bring them before the Grand Jury. 
Professor Cheney said people had been de- 
releet in their duty in this matter. 
“ This 
curse of drinking does not stop with the male 
sex or lower classes, nor any one color, 
lf 
there is a remedy to stop the evil I believe it 
can be got and put in force.” 
The President of the Board said: “ We 
will make every effort to suppress the evil.” 
The Alma Commissioners then went into 
executive session.

A Committee representing the Evangelical 
Alliance, consisting of the Rev. J. G. Van- 
Slyke, D. D., the Rev. W. A Shaw, Colonel 
Westbrook, F. J. Cheney and Reuben Ber­ 
nard, was present, “ to urge the enforcement 
of the law against all unlicensed sellers of 
spirituous or malt liquors.”

The question of the protection of the 
streets of this City was entirely lost sight of 
by the Aldermen last night. 
Tlie squabble 
over the contract for First Ward sewers over­ 
whelmed everything else, 


W h e r e a s , The Evangelical Alliance of this City 
embodies in large m easure the confederated Chris­ 
tian sentim ent and moral earnestness of th a t large 
num ber of our populatiou who seen the m oral wel­ 
fare of this com m unity; and 
W hkkkas, 'I h is fact confers on us a right to em ­ 
brace all lawful m easures which m ay tend to pro­ 
m ote th is end; and 
W h e r e a s , '1 he Board of Excise, with a courage 
w hich com m ands our respect. h:t3 resolved to m ake 
th e granting of license correspond with tbe limits of 
th e law and action w hich m ay be occasion for the 
illegal selling of liquor, therefore. 
Resolved, X'hat we petition your honorable body 
to proceed against all such persons as shall be found 
engaged in vending liquors without licet se and to de­ 
mand without relenting, the entorcem ent of all such 
penalties as our courts shall justify. 
Resolved, That we pledge to you iu all such ac­ 
tion w hatever proper practical co-operation we can 
contribute, as well as an unrelaxm g m oral support. 
Dr. VnnSlyke further said: “ I appear be­ 
fore you, gentlemen, as the President of the 
Evangelical Alliance. 
It may he advisable 
for me to state that that the Alliance is a con­ 
federation of churches united iu one body to 
do Christian work and look to the welfare 
and morals of tlie community. 
In view of 
this fact we appear before you in relation to 
tiie license question. 
We urge upon your 
honorable bodv tlie importance of a similar 
action as that taken by the Board of Excise. 
We ask that all saloon-keepers selling with­ 
out license he prosecuted. 
In regard to the 
necessity for such action it is not necessary 
for me to speak. 
Follow up the Excise 
Board’s action by hearty co-operation. 
It is 
said there are many saloons here at present 
selling without license. 
They are tne source 
of the greatest grief and pain. 
They are 
doing much to corrupt young men. 
I under­ 
stand also that there arc 13 houses of ill- 
fume iu this City. 
W hat is to be done to get 
rid of them V I have spoken to an attorney 
about, the matter and lie told me that it would 
he difficult to secure evidence against them,hut 
that there was one way to reach them. Nearly 
every one of them sells liquor. 
Prosecute 
them for this breach of the law. 
The Board 
of Excise is creating for you a new sphere of 
duty. 
1 do not wish to imply that you have 
been indifferent or neglectful. 
Be firm.” 
Reuben Bernard followed. 
He said: “ I 
understand that it has been said that the re 
duced number of licenses will bring to the 
front a large number of people who will sell 
without a license in open defiance of the law. 
Those who pay for licensis should be pro­ 
tected in all fairness and justice. 
The little 
corner groggeries and dens are doing a vast 
amouut of injury to hovs. Men who keep 
respectable places will not sell to boys, anil 
they go to these dens. 
Exercise your power 
and stop this wholesale selliug without a li­ 
cense. 
Several years ago I was attorney for 
the Board of Alms Commissioners, and I 
know how hard it is to get evidence to con­ 
vict. 
Notwi branding ali these difficulties 
it is the Board’s duty to make an effort 
to put a stop to the illegal practice. 
It may 
be necessary to expend mouey to do this 
work, hut for every $10 thus expended it 
will lie doubly saved on paupers. 
I ask this 
in the interest of tax payers and humanity.” 
F. J. Cheney was tiie next speaker. 
He 
said: “ I am interested in the morals of this 
City. 
5Iy occupation in life brings me in 
contact with young men. 
It is a cold fact 
that there are sons of respectable people here 
to-day going into unlicensed places—calling 
not for beer hut for something stronger. 
It 
is a blot upou the fair name of our City. 
In 
liclialf of youug men I make this appeal. 
I 
am oleased with the determined stand the Ex­ 
cise Board has taken. 
I am also very much 
pleased that the Alms Commissioners evince 
interest in the matter. 
The church people 
arc with you on this question and will give 
you support in the work. 
There are many 
places 
where 
liquor 
is 
sold 
on 
Sundays. 
This. 
I 
presume. 
is 
no news to tlie Board. 
I believe there are 
saloon-keepers who have license and who are 
trying to do what the law requires them to 
do. 
By all means close the unlicensed places 
and places that violate the law by selling on 
Sundays.” 
The Rev. Mr. Shaw voiced the sentiments 
of those who preceded him. 
He said: 
“ Sa­ 
loons are the fostering places of degradation. 
5Ve must guard the public welfare against 
this great evil. 
When Oklahoma was opened 
there was no bloodshed. 
Why ? Because 
the introduction of liquor was not allowed 
across the border. 
This was no Prohibition 
movement. 
The officers of the law knew 
what the result would he if liquor was al­ 
lowed in Oklahoma at the time. 
We must 
take an interest iu this matter. 
The saloons 
affect the churches aud all good precepts. 
Let the Board help suppress this vice and 
help elevate the moral tone of the City.” 
The President of the Board told the Com­ 
mittee that for the past few yeavs the Board 
liad made extraordinary effort to bring viola­ 
tors of the law to justice. 
“ Two years ago 
suits were brought against 20 saloon-keepers 
and the Board recovered judgments. 
As 
many of the offenders were too poor to pay 
the judgment the cases were settled by them 
paying the costs and taking out license. 
In 
one of two instances tlie guilty parties were 
put in jail. 
It is very difficult to procure 
evidence that will convict. 
The laws of the 
State arc so peculiar that it is necessary to 
have detectives to gather such evidence. 
I 
am satisfied the Sunday law is being broken, 
hut at the same time have no positive evi 
deuce that such is the fact. 
It is hard for 
the Board to determine just what course to 
pursue iu the matter. 
It is easy for people to 
say have the saloon-keepers arrested, but we 
have got to have the evidence that they have 
violated the law before there can be a con­ 
viction.” 
Colonel Westbrook said that although the 
spy system was not favored in this country, 
lie believed inspectors should be employed by 
tiie Board, and, if necessary, employ detec­ 
tives. and that when evidence is procured it 
should he submitted to the Grand Jury. 
Dr. VanSlvke said that inasmuch as the 
Excise Board had cut down the Dumber of 
hotels, that it was to lie expected that viola­ 
tions of the law would become more flagrant 
and conspicuous, and for that reason the Al­ 
liance had decided to forewarn the Alms Com­ 
missioners. 
Commissioner Turner said that in order to 
procure evidence a man must drink liquor in 
a saloon, and tell what kind of liquor it was 
that he drank. 
It must be positive evidence. 
He said that on any person giving evidence 
thnt a saloon is selling without a license or is 
selling on Sundays tlie Board will prosecute. 
E. M. Brigham believed that it would be the 
more effective way of disposing of such cases 
to bring them before the Grund Jury. 
Professor Cheney said people had been de­ 
relectin their duty in this matter. 
“ This 
curse of drinking does not stop with the male 
sex or lower class&s, por any one color. 
If 
there is a remedy to stop the evil I believe it 
can be got and put in force." 
The President of the Board said: “ We 
will make every effort to suppress the evil.” 
The AlniB Commissioners then went into 
executive session.
